The Election 


Nearly every year we have been able to start the Annual 
Record with the phrase — “Another fine day for the Ancients”, 
but not this year. There were threatening clouds early in the 
morning, after which light rains started and by the time of the 
Parade the rain had settled down in earnest. This, however, did 
not “dampen” the ardor of the members, many of whom, seeing 
the early threat, had provided themselves with suitable protec- 
tion. It was surprising to see how many of the general public 
were abroad on such a day, and many were the expressions of 
admiration that the storm merely proved the Company was not 
a “fair weather outfit”. All the proceedings were carried 
out in full, and when the members finally reached the hotel 
where every convenience was at hand to rehabilitate themselves, 
there was a general feeling of satisfaction in duty well performed. 


The full account of the day is found in Captain Brink’s 
Record, these preliminary remarks only serving here to join 
together the two Administrations. 


Again, as in preceding years, we endeavor to include in these 
Records facts of State and National Interest, believing, as we do, 
that these Records have an historical value apart from a mere 
recital of Company. statistics. This year it is difficult to express 
the feelings of optimism shown in earlier publications. Russia, 
whom we viewed with some hope of final World co-operation, 
has drawn the “Iron Curtain” deeper over western Europe, 
and now Stalin and Tito are glaring at each other over the 
boundaries of Jugoslavia, a split among Communists themselves, 
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which may well be the spark to set off another wrecking explo- 
sion. We so well remember that what seemed a minor, local 
quarrel in 1914, set off the series of World Wars costing so much 
in blood and treasure. As this is written, this country has em- 
barked upon a course which our own Secretary of State admits 
is a great gamble, and is giving aid, both financial and military 
to Jugoslavia, hoping we may be facing and helping the first 
serious break in the totalitarian ranks. The Balkan countries 
always have been the fire-brand of Europe, and Stalin may well 
find that his error in setting up a Puppet Government over these 
bold and warlike men, may strengthen the will to resist among 
other wavering satellite countries. The Jugoslavs, while them- 
selves Communists, believe and maintain that every country, 
Communist or otherwise, should manage their own internal 
affairs, and not be controlled by a General Staff set up by Rus- 
sia. If Stalin’s move in mobilizing his forces at the Border 
proves to be the mistake it now appears, and if the new millions 
this country is sending Tito serve to widen the breach, we may 
find we have uncovered Stalin’s “Achilles Heel”. Already these 
other countries have found how false are promises made them 
before occupation, and have been able to compare their lots 
with those of the so-called Capitalistic lands. 


China looms as the greatest mistake this country ever has made 
in diplomatic as well as military actions, and now that largest 
and most populated area in the world, and having the greatest 
number of Communists in the world, is definitely in the hands 
of the Communist regime. China always has regarded the United 
States as a best friend, but now, we have lost that friendship as 
well as our advantage in trade preferences. However, China has 
been conquered and occupied many times since the invasions of 
the Mongols, under the “Great Khan”, but always the conquering 
hordes have been absorbed into the life of China, and the great 
mass of Chinese have blandly accepted whatever fate had in store 
for them, and proceeded to take over the enemies who were soon 
lost in the weird workings of Chinese diplomacy. Much more 
could be written about this colossal mistake we have made, but 
we can only wait and hope that time, the great healer, may bring 
the world safely through. 
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The Administration of our Company now closing, has been a 
remarkable as well as an out-of-the-ordinary one, as will be seen 
as the account is unfolded in this Record. 


The trip to Bermuda, while following traditional procedure, 
was of unusual interest in that it was the first opportunity many 
of the members had of seeing the tremendous changes made by 
our country during the last war. High ranking Army and Navy 
officials escorted the members and explained the program of 
operations which, aside from the tremendous amount of building 
added over ten percent to the land area of the Islands. This is 
fully covered in the account of the trip. 


The Newsboy Scholarship and the visit of the school children 
from Nantucket will be items carefully read as they are recorded 
in detail. 


The Committee on a Plaque completed its duties during this 
year and now a beautiful Plaque recording the names of mem- 
bers who participated in the last war, hangs on the East wall 
near the States Stairway. We ask ourselves — what does this 
Plaque say to us? Is it just a list of names? No, it is one with 
many other Records of this Company, such as Robert’s volumes 
and the many preceding Annual Records, showing that in every 
war in which this country has been engaged, members of this 
Company have borne an honorable part. Do we, as members, 
know much about the history of the Company? Have we ever 
thrilled to the reading of the accounts of the Pequot Indian 
Wars? Do we know what took place on what is now Fort Hill 
Square? Do we know what part our predecessor members 
played in the defiance of Governor Andros? We hope all of us 
can answer yes to these as well as many other questions. The 
Company has lost a valuable historian in the death of Captain 
Riddell. Who is taking his place? Many of our Past Comman- 
ders are serious students of our history but are our younger 
members, some of whom must sooner or later take the places 
of those honored Past Commanders, fitting themselves with the 
knowledge that can be learned only by a study of history. Let 
us be sure, then, that membership in this Company means more 
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to us than mere social amenities, and resolve that we will fit 
ourselves for future duties by a more thorough knowledge of 
past records. 


The Changes in Personnel make up an important part of these 
Records, and should be carefully studied. They disclose in detail 
losses by death, resignations and transfers to offset the gains 
made by admissions. Your Officers regard this section as most 
valuable as it discloses the net gain or loss in membership. The 
final computation this year shows that the Company remained 
stationary as regards its membership with no gain and no loss. 


The Honor Roll of the Dead also shows in detail our losses 
and, grouped together thus, we see the names and records of our 
departed comrades. A careful perusal of this list should inspire 
in us a determination ourselves to step inlo the vacancies caused 
by these losses and renew within us the determination to add new 
members of proper qualifications to build up our membership. 


Perhaps, in reading these preliminary remarks, the question 
is asked — Why anticipate the complete later accounts? We are 
reminded of a very successful Negro preacher, who, when asked 
to what he attributed his success in preaching and holding his 
audiences, replied — “Fust I tells ’em what I’s goin’ to tell ’em, 
then I tells em and then I tells ’em what I told ’em.” 


This year the annual Drum Head Election resulted in the 
Gavel and the Gorget being given into the hands of Colonel 
Eugene A. Hudson, a Justice of the Superior Court of Massachu- 
setts. We have commented many times upon the differences in 
personality as well as training as disclosed in the Records of 
succeeding Commanders. An examination of the records fails 
to disclose that a Justice of this High and Honorable Court in 
our Commonwealth has ever served the Company as Commander. 
The Company is honored that Judge Hudson was willing and 
able to give his time and energy to that service. 


(The following is a reprint from the Boston Bar Assoc. 
Bulletin.) 
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Eugene A. Hudson was born forty-three years ago, in East 
Boston. He was the son of the late Albert H. Hudson, a native of 
Vermont, and Julia O’Connor of East Boston. 


In school, the boy became active in athletic and literary clubs. 
He attended the High School of Commerce, where he sang in the 
Glee Club, edited “The Tradesman,” a school paper, and cast a 
shadow of future service by becoming Colonel of the High School 
Cadets. Already persuasive, he was his Class Orator, and during 
World War I was a Junior Four Minute Speaker, for which he 
received a citation from President Wilson. After graduation, he 
was elected President of the High School of Commerce Alumni 


Association. 


Entering Suffolk University, the future Justice while still in 
law school prepared for trial cases for a prominent insurance 
company, of which he later became general counsel. 


Having been admitted to the Massachusetts Bar in 1926, 
Eugene Hudson became associated with his brother George, under 
the firm name of Hudson & Hudson, at 18 Tremont Street, and 
embarked on a trial practice which took him into almost every 
court in the Commonwealth, In course of time he was often 
appointed auditor or master by the Superior Court. 


He was Chairman of the Somerville Licensing Commission for 
ten years, 1928-1938. In 1930 he was appointed Chairman of the 
Somerville Municipal Board of Survey which necessitated an 
investigation into every branch of City Government. He was 
elected President of the Somerville Bar Association. He is a mem- 
ber of the Boston Bar Association, President, Mass. Bench and 
Bar Golf Assoc., Executive Committee of the Massachusetts Law 
Society, Commonwealth Country Club, and Ancient and Honora- 
ble Artillery Co. He was a member of the Boston Community 
Fund Drive and of Selective Service Board No. 135, until this 
Country entered World War II, when he was commissioned a 
Captain in the United States Air Forces. 


He saw service in Alaska, the Aleutians, England, France and 
Germany. With the rank of Lieutenant Colonel, he was attached 
to the Strategic Air Force Command in Eurépe for more than 
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two years, the latter part of which he acted as Chief of Intelli- 
gence for the Air Service Command, and was decorated with 
the Bronze Star. 


He was discharged in November, 1945, and shortly afterward 
was appointed Chief Secretary to Governor Tobin. 


On January 23, 1946, Governor Tobin appointed Mr. Hudson 
to the Superior Court to succeed the late Justice Joseph Walsh. 
A week later, the Council confirmed the appointment. The new 
Justice terminated his association with his brother and promptly 
assumed his recent duties in behalf of the public.

THE THREE HUNDRED TWELFTH FALL FIELD 
DAY TOUR OF DUTY 


At the first meeting over which Captain Hudson presided, he 
asked for an expression as to choice of place to observe the Fall 
Field Day. A sea trip to Bermuda was the unanimous choice. 
Regarding this as a mandate, a committee made a preliminary 
trip to Bermuda to make plans. Bermuda had been the scene of 
two Fall Field Day trips and the committee found the officials 
and citizens of the Islands keenly anticipating the honor again. 
Everywhere Captain Hudson met with hearty co-operation, The 
Government of the Islands, by special vote of the Parliament, 
waived the “Head Tax”, a relative small amount, but indicative 
of their interest. About a week before sailing, the officials of 
Hamilton flew a representative to Boston, to be sure their plans 
coincided with those of Captain Hudson. As our Government has 
a 99 year lease of a large area of the Islands, the development of 
which has added about 11 percent to the land area, and on which 
is maintained a U. S. Army Air Force Base, and as Bermuda is 
now rated as one of the outposts of defense of the United States, 
and, indeed of the whole Western Hemisphere, it was felt this 
trip would help further to cement the cordial relations between 
our country and the British Empire. At the time of the Vene- 
zuelan dispute, when relations with England were badly strained, 
this Company made a visit to London which helped pave the way 
for more cordial relations and a better understanding between 
the two countries, and we were repeatedly referred to as “Ambas- 
sadors of Good Will”. We believe this visit to our cousins beyond 
the sea will result in the same better understanding. May God 
grant that the common desires of the two great English speaking 
Nations may be part of a great plan for universal Peace. 


On the afternoon of the Sunday previous to sailing, the Ad- 
jutant, Colonel Vincent P. Coyne and Mrs. Coyne gave a “Bon 
Voyage” party at their home, to which were invited the Com- 
missioned Officers, the Staffs and other members and friends. 
This was a most generous thought on the part of the hosts, and 
served to whet the appetite for the good things to come later on 
the trip. Incidentally, the appetites of those present were whetted 
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by the sight of the artistically arranged tables and more than 
satisfied in partaking of the good things which loaded the hos- 
pitable board.

In accordance with General Orders No. 2, the Company 
assembled in the Armory Monday, September 27, for the ob- 
servance of the 312th Fall Field Day Tour of Duty, Bermuda 
being the objective. After the published Calls, lines were formed 
outside Faneuil Hall and the Company, preceded by the Boston 
Fire Department Band of the American Legion, paraded to the 
Eastern Steamship Pier and embarked on the S. S. Yarmouth. 
After the routine of departure was completed, the lines cast off 
and the ship committed to the mighty deep, every moment 
brought new interest. The ship was escorted by a Boston Police 
boat, and a Fire Department boat, the latter playing streams of 
water from her powerful pumps. This, and the staccato salutes 
from smaller craft, followed by the hoarse bellow from our own 
ship, were courtesies the departing tourist always enjoys. Before 
and after dinner, the time was spent in finding our way about 
the decks, getting settled in rooms and visiting among old 
friends, Thus ended our first day at sea, a promising precursor 
of the good things to come. 


ON BOARD 


A trip aboard ship gives one a feeling of relaxation and change 
which is not experienced in any other mode of travel. There is 
none of the dust and dirt, the abrupt starts and stops, the re- 
stricted room for moving around as on trains, none of the strain 
and responsibility of driving and fighting traffic, and those who 
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prefer flying, know that except for the few moments of take-off 
and landing, there is a dull, somnolent monotony in the flight, 
especially if made thousands of feet above the earth. Not so on 
the ship. From the time when the sky line of Boston faded from 
view and until we should sight the many colored roofs of Ber- 
muda, nestling above the slight rises of land, we lived a life 
apart, far removed from the cares and anxieties of our normal 
life. The beauty of sparkling sunshine on dancing waves, the 
quick flash of flying fish across our bows, the rolling, disporting 
dolphins, the beginning of a deeper, more purple blue as we 
approached the warmer waters from the Gulf Stream, all these 
were endless causes of delight. There was plenty of room to stroll 
about. Each stateroom was a home to which all were made wel- 
come. The cuisine was of the best and the services of the ship’s 
personnel anticipated every wish, These were great get-together 
days. The Ancients are a friendly, joyous group and there were 
plenty of opportunities to renew old friendships and make new 
ones. After the ship had shaken herself together as a perfect co- 
ordinating whole the regular well organized details took over. 
Here was a little city, all by herself on the deep “waters which 
cover the earth”. Here all the activities of regular living, were 
present. To a Ship Captain, entrusted with the protection of 
many precious human lives and hundreds of thousands of dollars 
worth of tangible property there must come many moments of 
solemn thought as he views his responsibilities. Through storm 
or sunshine, calm or stormy waters, the great ship under his 
guidance rushes on her appointed course to her planned safe 
haven. So, throughout our lives, there is a Captain at the helm, 
the course is appointed, and, secure in our trust in a Supreme 
Guidance, we shall finally reach our own haven of rest and 
peace. 


Turspay, SEPTEMBER 28

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A beautiful clear, bright day, another one of restful relaxa- 
tion and enjoyment. At noon, Captain Hudson, in a graceful 
speech presented Ship Captain Corning with a completely 
equipped traveling bag, in appreciation of his service in adding 
to the comfort of the members. Captain Corning in responding, 
expressed his appreciation that the Company had selected his 
ship for the Fall Field Day trip. At lunch it was announced over 
the loud speaker that a Fire Drill would be held at 4 P. M. 
when all passengers must assemble at their Fire Stations, wear- 
ing Life Preservers. At that time, hoses were laid and manned, 
and powerful streams were played out over the sea, and forward 
and aft, the length of the ship. It was a reassuring demonstration 
of the preparedness to meet any emergency. There was an 
orchestra on board which furnished entertainment during the 
day, and there was dancing each evening which was enjoyed by 
members with friends aboard, who, as cruise passengers had 
been permitted to engage rooms not occupied by our members. 
Floor shows, by talented artists, furnished by the ship manage- 
ment, added to the pleasure during the evenings. 


WEDNESDAY, SEPTEMBER 29, 1948

The ship was late in reaching Hamilton. About an hour before 
arriving, we ran into a heavy rain storm (which, incidentally, 
was to prove to be the only one during our visit, the Company 
being favored with calm seas and bright sunshine during the 
entire trip) and the Captain announced that the storm had 
upset plans ashore and that consequently, the Parade, scheduled 
to take place immediately upon our arrival, would be postponed 
to Thursday, at 9 A. M. 


The bringing of a great ship through tortuous channels and 
safely alongside the pier is always a ticklish job and it was 
fascinating to watch how it was performed. The Company made 
its home aboard the ship during the stay, although some pre- 
ferred to engage rooms at the Belmont Manor where the Banquet 
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was to be held. At 12.30, the Governor, Admiral Sir Ralph 
Leatham, K. C. B., and his Lady gave a luncheon to the Officers, 
Staffs, and Past Commanders at Government House. Before 
departure, Captain Hudson presented the Governor General with 
a Morocco bound volume of the events of the Boston Tercen- 
tenary, in which the Governor had taken part when he was 
stationed here and representing the British Navy. To Lady 
Leatham, Captain Hudson presented an album of Symphony 
records, At 4.30 P. M. the Company attended a Cocktail party 
at the Belmont Manor, and at 6.30 P. M. at the same hotel, were 
given a Buffet Supper of delicious viands served from beautifully 
appointed tables. 


Some of the members went by ferry across the bay, a lovely 
trip, exposing to view many of the beautiful estates on the other 
side. Others went around by land using the small taxis, a recent 
innovation on the Island where previously the only modes of 
travel were by bicycles, horse drawn vehicles and, of course, 
by foot. An incident of much interest to many of the older mem- 
bers was meeting at these lunches with Mr. Robert D. Aitken 
who now lives in Bermuda. Mr. Aitken was the Chief Engineer 
of the S. S. Fort Hamilton on which the Company sailed to 
Havana in 1925 under Captain Nagle. It was on the return trip 
of that voyage that we ran into that dreadful hurricane and 
when for a time it looked as if the ship would not survive. 
Many of us remembered those long hours of anxious waiting 
with the ship “HOVE TO”. 

TuurspAy, SEPTEMBER 30, 1948

At 9.30 the Company, escorted by detachments from the 
British and American Bases, and preceded by the City Band, 
paraded to the Park in front of the Government buildings where 
a wreath was laid at the Cenotaph. Captain Hudson addressed 
himself to the Governor General and Speaker of the House of 
Assembly in presenting and laying the wreath and emphasized 
the common bond between the two nations. The band played 
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“The Last Post”. The President thanked the Captain for the 
honor paid. The band played “God Save the King” and the “Star 
Spangled Banner”. The march was then resumed, the Company 
being reviewed at the Municipal Flag Pole. It had been planned 
that during the parade there should be an honorary flight of 
planes as a cover, from the British and American Bases and by 
the British Navy, flown from H. M. S. Malabar, lying in the 
harbor, but owing to the postponement, these plans could not 
be carried out. 


THE CEREMONY AT THE CENOTAPH 


CAPTAIN HUDSON: Your Excellency, Lady Leatham, distinguished 
guests, members of the military forces, citizens of Bermuda: Once again 
the oldest chartered military organisation of the Western Hemisphere, 
established in the year 1638, has received a royal welcome in the oldest 
colony of the British Empire. 


We had the distinction of visiting this beautiful island in the year 1911 
and we returned in 1922. It was my good fortune, as officer of the Ancient 
and Honorable Artillery Company, to pay a visit in 1939 with a committee 
of our Company organisation for the purpose of making preliminary 
arrangements for visiting here at that time, but, owing to the selfishness, 
the national aggrandisement, of certain nations in the world, war was de- 
clared in the early part of September, 1939, and the visit had to be 
cancelled. 


We living in this generation were of the mind that wars were at an end 
and that decent people, intelligent people, were exerting every influence 
to bring about world peace. It is a coincidence that in 1922 we came here 
within about four years of the cessation of hostilities of the first world war 
and now we have returned within three years of the cessation of hostilities 
in world war two, 


We are on consecrated ground. We have come to this Cenotaph as your 
neighbours and as your friends to pay our respects to those who died for 
their country in both world wars. 


No soldier, no sailor, no airman, could serve with the British military 
forces without conjuring up a really deep feeling of admiration for their 
courage and valour. Not only has that been proven on the battlefield and 
in uniform; it has been proven on the home front. It has truly been said 
that the British civilians during the last world war ranked almost as high 
as the men and women in the services because they proved themselves to 
be the best disciplined home front organisation in the world war. 
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The morning newspaper contains no less than eight or nine front page 
items which concern a turbulent world from Palestine to France and that 
is some indication of the disruption which war leaves. It is distressing and 
if there is a single thing that can bring the right-thinking peoples of the 
world together, the Western nations, it is the sacrifice made by those who 
we honour here today. 


Therefore, your Excellency, it is my privilege on behalf of those I have 
brought with me, on behalf of the men of my Company, to place at this 
Cenotaph a wreath as an expression of appreciation of the valour and 
sacrifice of the men and women of this island who have died for a 
righteous cause. 


THE HON. JOHN W. COX (Speaker of the Bermuda House of 
Assembly): Your Excellency, Captain Hudson, officers and members of 
the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company of Massachusetts, ladies 
and gentlemen: It is a privilege which has been accorded to me to speak 
on this occasion on behalf of the elected branch of our Legislature, repre- 
senting the people of Bermuda, and to thank you, Captain Hudson, for the 
tribute you have paid to our glorious dead. 


This Cenotaph, ever since it was erected, has been the scene each year 
at the call of his Excellency the Governor of a representative gathering 
who have met here to pay homage to those who made the supreme sacrifice 
in the cause of King and country. 


We were deeply impressed to learn that it was the wish of your honorable 
Company to assemble here at this place as soon as conveniently it could 
be arranged after your arrival to pay your tribute and by your act express 
your sympathy to the relatives and friends of those in this ancient colony 
who have fallen. 


In this conflict of recent years, your great nation and our Empire have 
been bound firmly together and have served the cause of freedom. In the 
years to come may we serve freedom so in unison. , 


A great statesman of your country once said: “The price of freedom 
is eternal vigilance.” Can I with great humility say that the price, like 
the price of everything else, has gone up since that time. It is not enough 
to have vigilance alone. I venture to suggest that it is necessary in the years 
ahead for all freedom loving countries to have, in addition, special loyalty 
one to another in order to preserve this prize which we hold so dearly. 


We are glad of the opportunity to welcome your Ancient and Honorable 
Artillery Company to this colony. We hope your stay here will be a happy 
one. We feel, in this little colony, that we have much in common with 
yourselves. We were established in the same period of history when your 
own state was established. We have a common background in that we may 
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be said to have a common origin and may be said to cherish many of the 
same traditions. We would like to take this opportunity to say how much 
we admire the way in which you have preserved the fine traditions of your 
Company and the vigorous manner in which you have preserved them. 


We feel your visit is an opportunity of gaining that personal contact so 
important in human affairs and an opportunity of strengthening the bonds 
of friendship which we feel are already so strong. 

Admiral Doyle invited the Company to visit the Base and as 
many as wished to be flown around the entire Archipelago. Some 
50 members accepted and were transported to the Base by U. S. 
boats. Many availed themselves of the opportunity to have a 
swim, using the Admiral’s private bath house and facilities, and 
and nearly all took the flight around the Islands in U. S. PBY 
planes, a wonderfully beautiful trip. Refreshments were served 
and, before departing, Captain Hudson presented Admiral Doyle 
with a dress sword over a hundred years old. At 4.30 P.M. we 
were the guests of the Speaker of the House at a cocktail party 
and Buffet lunch at the hotel. The tables were arranged with 
consummate artistry with many complete pieces of fish and fowl 
glaced and decorated. This party and lunch were dedicated to 
the Sergeants of the Company. In the evening the traditional Fall 
Field Day Banquet was held at the Belmont Manor, a full account 
of which follows.

THE GOVERNOR GENERAL TENDERING A RECEPTION AT HIS RESIDENCE 
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Captain Hupson: Gentlemen, may I take the opportunity at 
this time to introduce the head table guests who will not speak. 
On the left is a gentleman whom I had the privilege of meeting 
here when we came down to make preliminary arrangements. 
He has been most helpful, cordial and generous in whatever 
matter we called upon him to advise us upon. May I present 
one who has proved himself a real friend of our Company, the 
Colonial Secretary, the Hon. William Addis. Continuing on the 
left, your second lieutenant, who, needs no introduction, Lieu- 
tenant George A. Turain. 


We will always recall with fond recollection the beauties 
which confronted us when we came into Hamilton Harbour — 
Hamilton, the principal city of Bermuda, whose Mayor has 
always been most interested in the visit of tourists and friends 
to this island. The Mayor, off the Island, at the present time, 
is unable to attend this dinner but he has sent in his place a 
gentleman whom I had the pleasure of meeting this morning, 
as I came down the gangplank and I can assure you, from my 
short acquaintance with him, that he is an admirable deputy for 
the Mayor. He is Mr. Chesley E. White, deputy Mayor of Hamil- 
ton, Next, there is a Justice of the Court of the city in which I 
reside, a friend and able jurist and one of our guests, the Hon. 
Philip Sherman. 


The oldest part of the island, I am informed, is St George’s 
or St George. Many of our boats dock there. One of my col- 
leagues in court had the privilege of staying at St George’s on 
the occasion of his first visit to Bermuda where he played golf 
and he regales us in the Superior Court with stories of that part 
of the island. We have with us the pleasure of the company of 
the Hon. Leon D. Fox, Mayor of St George’s. 


If you think the commanding officer has a few worries in 
connection with this trip, what would you think of a man who 
had charge of thousands of American people on this island for 
365 days in the year? No man has been more patient with your 
officers, no man more concerned with your welfare from the 
American point of view, than one in whom we have a great deal

of confidence in caring for our Department of State matters. I 
present to you Mr. Clay Merrill, United States Consul in 
Bermuda. 


We have always been more or less inclined to believe, with 
justification, that one of the principal arms of the British mili- 
tary forces is the Royal Artillery whose traditions, bravery, 
valour and courage are written through the pages of the history 
of the British Empire. May I present to you its able representa- 
tive, Colonel Ardern, of the Royal Artillery. After the next 
course, I will introduce the right wing. 


_ (Later): May I resume with the introductions of those on 
the right side of the head table, who will not participate in the 
speaking programme. Earlier in the evening, for the pronounce- 
ment of Grace I introduced the Archdeacon Henry Marriott. 
It is of interest to us all that the Archdeacon served in a similar 
role in 1922 when the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company 
visited Bermuda, I am very happy to have him here tonight. 


Since we came to Bermuda and prior to our arrival here 
yesterday, your preliminary committee met with a gentleman 
whom I now have the privilege of introducing to you. He has 
been very, very cooperative in the matter of the parade arrange- 
ments this morning. I do not believe I am over-estimating the 
situation when I tell you he has gone to extremes to ensure a 
pleasant and happy visit, and completion of the military pro- 
gramme. I present to you one who has proved himself a real 
friend to our Company, Brigadier W. D. Robertson, of the 
British troops here in Bermuda. 


To our members, the next gentleman needs no introduction, 
but to our visitors, to our guests, may I tell you that it is difficult 
to give expression in words that will do him justice. He is the 
Senior Past Commander of our Company. He has been a guiding 
spirit in our organisation and one whom we respect to the utmost 


as a real Ancient, and a gentleman, Captain Clarence J. 
McKenzie. 


It is always a pleasure on foreign soil to recognise a member 
of our United States forces. We have here in Bermuda a United 
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States Army Air Force base, which has taken rather a remote 
location from the Naval base. We visited the Navy this after- 
noon. Tomorrow, some of us, whose names will be made known 
by the Adjutant, will, upon the invitation of the United States 
Army Air Force, have the privilege of visiting their base on the 
other end of the island. We marvel at the efficiency, daring, 
courage and skill of the United States Army Air Force which 
has an admirable representative in Bermuda. I now present the 
representative of the Commanding Officer, Colonel Brooks. 


From the city of Somerville was elected to the State Senate, 
the next gentlemen I will introduce. He was rewarded with the 
appointment of Commissioner of the Alcoholic Beverages Com- 
mission and subsequently was appointed to the position he now 
holds, one which requires ability and competency and learning 
— the chairman of the Mass, Industrial Accident Board, the 
Hon. Eugene Giroux. 


Gentlemen, even this comparatively small colony, when we 
compare Bermuda with other British colonies, has its worries, — 
has its problems, which in comparison do not surpass the wor- 
ries and problems of the Secretary of the United States Treas- 
ury. There is a Colonial Treasurer in Bermuda and he is now 
gracing our head table. It is an honor to present to you the 
Colonial Treasurer, the Hon. W. W. Davidson. 


The next gentleman you have seen in evidence on two occa- 
sions. On each occasion he outdid himself. Last night he was our 
host at a marvellous cocktail party on the terrace. I do not 
remember a man who has made more friends and who has taken 
more interest in our members than the Speaker of the Bermuda 
House of Assembly, who gave us such a marvellous address at 
the Cenotaph this morning. I present, one of our friends, the 
Hon. John Cox, Speaker of the House of Assembly.

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“Tue Apsutant: Gentlemen, the third regular toast, “The Colony of 
Bermuda”. Again we come as ambassadors of goodwill with all the cherished 
recollections of our previous visits to your beautiful and hospitable shores. 
We have come again to renew old friendships, and to form new ones that 
will bring us still nearer together. To Bermuda, the Queen of the Atlantic, 
the oldest British colony not only in the western world but in the whole 
Empire. Gentlemen, “The Colony of Bermuda”. 


Captain Hupson: Gentlemen, may I take this opportunity for 
the first time to give public expression of our appreciation and 
gratitude to those who have made this, the 312th annual Fall 
Field Day tour of duty, a success. 


We have received so much assistance and cooperation from 
the citizens in public positions on the island of Bermuda, that 
I am bound to leave out some of those who perhaps are entitled 
to mention. In July your committee came down by plane. I was 
accompanied by two of your officers, First Lieutenant Lawrence 
F. Squire and Second Lieutenant George A. Turain, and several 
others, to make the necessary arrangements. We were received 
most graciously and cordially at Government House. We had 
the privilege of meeting with his Excellency and Lady Leatham, 
and also meeting at that time, many of the outstanding repre- 
sentatives in your official family here in Bermuda. It was not an 
easy task for a hotel which caters to tourists to suspend certain 
operations and to transform its main dining room into a banquet 
hall. To Sir David and Lady Meek and their capable hotel mana- 
ger, Mr. Titze, go our sincere thanks and appreciation for making 
it possible to have our meeting here tonight. 


In order to carry on the traditions of this the oldest chartered 
military organisation of the Western Hemisphere, we of necessity 
contacted the British military forces on the island. Everywhere 
we turned — and it was manifested today in the parade on Front 
Street and the exercises at the Cenotaph — we received co- 
operation. 


To our good friends in Bermuda may I say that these words 
are not idle words — they are not spoken in a perfunctory way. 
We sincerely, from down deep in our hearts, tell you that from 
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the time we arrived on your shores we have had one of the most 
enjoyable and successful Field Days in the history of our 
organisation. 


The representative of the British Empire who occupies the 
very high important office of Governor of Bermuda is a man 
who has proved himself a real friend to our organisation, and 
we have the greatest respect for him because he has displayed a 
democratic spirit — he has proved himself a “regular fellow” 
to use a common American slang expression — and at the same 
time has not surrendered one bit — the dignity which goes with 
his high office. Your officers, past commanders and invited guests 
on this tour were invited to Government House on yesterday and 
were received most hospitably by his Excellency Sir Ralph 
Leatham and Lady Leatham. We received there a real, warm, 
hearty welcome which has been the subject of favourable discus- 
sion by all favoured with attendance. 


Your Excellency, this is an occasion when one could be very 
well lost for words in my anxiety properly to introduce you and 
give proper expression of our thanks and appreciation. I am 
apprehensive that I might perhaps be misunderstood, that it 
might be thought that I am overdoing it. An occasion of this 
sort is not new to us. This is the 312th Fall Field Day, which 
have been most successful and enjoyable. As this organisation 
goes on, our pleasure seems to correspondingly increase. 


In introducing you to the members of the Ancient and Hon- 
orable Artillery Company of Massachusetts, I can truthfully say 
that each and every one is not only your friend and a friend of 
Lady Leatham and the colony of Bermuda, but a friend of the 
British Empire whose friendship and neighbourliness we strive 
and desire to maintain with the full realisation that the peace of 
the world is in a large measure dependent on the united efforts 
made by the two great English-speaking nations of the world. 


Your Excellency, we have taken you to our heart. There is 
only one real way we know of, despite all you have done for us, 
by which you can give full expression to the pleasure which has 
been yours — if I may be presumptuous enough to presume it 
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is a pleasure — and that is by you and Lady Leatham coming to 
the city of Boston and giving us the chance to show you what 
we think of you. 


Gentlemen, it is a privilege and honor to present to you, his 
Excellency the Governor, Admiral Sir Ralph Leatham. 


Tue Governor of BERMUDA 
ADMIRAL SIR RALPH LEATHAM 


Captain Hudson, members and past commanders of the Ancient and 
Honorable Artillery Company of Massachusetts and all other gentlemen 
assembled here. Captain Hudson, may I thank you for what I may call 
your extravagant introduction. It is very charming of you to have said all 
you have said and I do appreciate it very much indeed, and it will always 
be my endeavour to live up to the nice words you have just said about 
myself and Lady Leatham. Captain Hudson suggests that I should go to 
Boston. Well, there is nothing I would like more, although I have already 
been there once and I enjoyed the hospitality I received there no less 
than twenty years ago and I have never forgotten it. What would give me 
cise pleasure would be to go there again and introduce my wife to 

‘oston, 


I deem it a very great honour to have been asked to respond to the toast 
of Bermuda in my capacity as Governor of this ancient colony. With this 
pleasant task before me, I am a little scared by the thought that I am not 
a Bermudian but only a simple English sailor. I plead, therefore, for your 
indulgence over any shortcomings on my part which such an inferior 
complex may produce. 


This is the third visit of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company 
of Massachusetts to our small colony and they have done us much honor 
to have chosen it again for their Fall Exercises. Whether its suitability for 
their purpose is decided upon by the beauty of the islands; by the good 
company they contain; by the quality of the terrain as a military exercising 
ground or by other considerations, is of no concern to Bermudians., 


So long as the Company comes and comes again and again — if possible 
at shorter intervals — just showing it likes visiting us and sharing in our 
simple pursuits and hospitality; it is that which touches the heart of the 
Bermudian, for it emphasises, renews and reinforces the friendship they 
feel towards Massachusetts. 


Whenever or however you come Captain Hudson you may be sure your 
Company will receive a warm welcome here. 


The last time the Company was in Bermuda — in 1922 — a hurricane 
had just hit the islands. It is the same again this time and you must have 
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been fairly close to the tail of another on your passage from Boston. Such 
consistency savours more of a plan than a series of coincidences. No doubt 
it shows that the elements are never a deterrent to the oldest military 
organisation in America or, in particular, to Massachusetts men. We of 
Bermuda accept that axiom without need of further proof and so I humbly 
suggest that your military plan should in future contain a pact with the 
Clerk of the Weather, so that the Bermudas may be looking their best when 
such gallant and distinguished visitors as yourselves arrive. 


Even in our present state of disarray, however, we are real glad to see 
you and your friends, knowing full well that you will forgive us if we are 
not quite correctly dressed for the occasion. 


Gentlemen, we so often hear it said that the two great English speaking 
nations must support one another in the closest friendship. There is no 
truer saying and we must not let it ever become just a platitude, a shib- 
boleth, a slogan. I need not stress to this company how truly vital such a 
relationship is if we are to have more security, greater freedom, and a 
better world in which to live. 


If we look back into the histories of Massachusetts and Bermuda, we 
shall find much there to show how the friendly understanding between us 
has become a living thing today and the natural outlook for each of us 
tomorrow. There need be nothing artificial, nothing forced about it, for it 
follows naturally from the similarity of our pasts. 


May I give you two or three examples from those histories. The two 
communities have a common origin and have grown up from the same 
English stock — a stock renowned for its determination and independence 
— fine characteristics which I can assure you are still very apparent in 
Bermuda and no doubt equally so in Massachusetts, too. They are valuable 
qualities for the preservation and strengthening of our ties. 


Away back in the so-called Colonial days each owed allegiance to the 
same King. Force of circumstances altered that but yet you gentlemen 
of Massachusetts here tonight have honored the toast of “The King”, as a 
courtesy when holding this banquet in one of his domains, but also I think 
out of respect to His Majesty as a Royal person and an honorary member 
of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company of Massachusetts. In 
thanking you most sincerely for this courtesy, the thought strikes me that 
such a link with the past and the present highlights the natural friendship 
existing between the two communities. 


May I now refer to the sea — not because I happen to be an Admiral 
but to find there another strong bond between Bermuda and Massachu- 
setts. The sea is the clement out of which has always flowed the finest form 
of fellowship and understanding and sympathy to those who have mastered 
it and turned it to good usage; the element which gave each of us our 
beginning and on which still rests our protection. 
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The inception of Massachusetts was by deliberate intent and thanks to 
the mercy of the sea; that of Bermuda was by accident and through the 
danger of the sea. Despite this difference at the outset, it is the sea which 
has brought to each country its present prosperity. I venture to say that 
Massachusetts would not have reached its pinnacle of modern commercial 
enterprise and activity had it not been for the rugged independence and 
drive of her early sailor-merchants who built and owned their own ships 
and thrust them out to trade in every one of the Seven Seas. Young men, 
often in their early twenties, were the captains who thought nothing of 
rounding the Horn in ships no larger than 100 tons. The profits — and 
there was nothing meagre about them — were ploughed back into the 
country in the shape of more ships, more trade and more factories. 


There is no doubt in my mind that the present-day wealth, importance 
and character of Massachusetts has been built up out of the sea. And so 
it is also with Bermuda, but for purely physical causes, necessarily on a 
much smaller scale. She has depended upon the sea for her very existence, 
and so, by her own endeavour, she, too, built ships — very fine ships — 
and developed a profitable carrying trade. I must confess this trade was 
sometimes illicit, but so too was Massachusetts. 


No doubt competition and rivalries arose from time to time between 
the two countries over this carrying trade and the rules which were sup- 
Posed to govern it. In fact, I have read of a Bermudian ship being sacked 
and burnt by a Boston mob. Captain Hudson, in fairness I should add, 
that I think the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company must have been 
“out of town” at the time, as it well may have been since the incident 
occurred at a troublesome period. 


Tn any case, the memory of that little incident — and there may have 
been more — need not be allowed to weaken the bond of the sea which 
ties and I think will always tie our respective countrymen closely together 
— a natural and well-earned bond if ever there was one. 


So much for the sea and, if you will bear with me just a minute or two 
longer, I want to remind you of one other fact strengthening our happy 
relationship. In 1782 a new Governor came to Bermuda — his Excellency 
William Browne — a man of great character and born in Massachusetts, 
where, before the revolution, he held high offices. He appears to have been 
much more acceptable in Bermuda than he ended in his home-land! But 
he came to Bermuda at a time when there had been a sequence of heavy 
storms between his predecessors and the Legislature, resulting in at least 
one Governor having his salary withheld by the House of Assembly — I 
like to think of them as a kinder body nowadays and I believe they are! 
Governor Browne succeeded in reestablishing calm and harmony and he 
furthered public business in a most satisfactory way. Bermuda, I am told, 
was sorry when he left after six years in office. His success, of course, was 
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by virtue of the fact that he was a Massachusetts man and therefore 
knew and understood the point of view and temper of the Colonist of 
those days. 

That was more than a century and a half ago and I fear no contradic- 
tion when I say the same spirit of mutual understanding, on which true 
friendships are founded, lives on with us both to this day. This happy 
gathering tonight is proof of it. May it always continue. 


Captain Hudson, on behalf of Bermuda, I thank you for coming to us 
and hope all of you have got pleasure from your visit. 


I thank you for the gracious and charming ceremony at the Cenotaph 
this morning. I thank you, too, for your hospitality and for the warmth 
of feeling in which the toast to Bermuda was received.

Caprain Hupson: Gentlemen, the Superior Court of the Com- 
monwealth of Massachusetts is the highest trial Court in our 
state. Being privileged to be a member of that Court, I must 
on the occasion of introducing the next speaker and the succeed- 
ing speaker, who are colleagues of mine, detach myself at least 
metaphorically from the Court. To respond to the toast of “The 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts” his Excellency the Governor 
of Massachusetts has chosen a very able representative. Judge 
Vincent Brogna, who is my senior in point of service on that 
Court, has earned for himself an enviable reputation not only as 
a good lawyer but as a fair-minded and just judge. 


It is my privilege to present to you my colleague, the Hon. 
Vincent Brogna, Justice of the Superior Court of Massachusetts, 
to answer to the toast of “The Commonwealth of Massachusetts.” 


THE HON. VINCENT BROGNA 
Captain Hudson, my colleague, your Excellency the Governor of Ber- 
muda, officers, members and guests of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery 


Company, civil and military authorities of Bermuda, Archdeacon Marriott 
and Rev. Father: 


Gentlemen, may I first take this opportunity of expressing publicly my 
deep appreciation and thanks to my colleague, Captain Hudson, and, 
through him, to your organization for the invitation extended to me through 
the Governor of the Commonwealth to appear here on this tour of duty — 
for me a most pleasant duty. May I also take this opportunity of bringing to 
the people and government of the islands of Bermuda the greetings of the 
people of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts and its Governor, Robert 
F. Bradford, and its Government officials. I would like to assure you in 
Bermuda that my message to you in behalf of my people is a sincere one. 
It is a message of goodwill and friendship and true friendship and let me 
tell you, or at least those of you who remember or are familiar with 
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Andrew Marvell’s song of the Emigrants in Bermuda, that we join with 
you in praises of the song and in paying tribute to the eternal spring 
climate of Bermuda. May I also take this opportunity of expressing my 
personal satisfaction in the pleasure I have received while with you on 
this occasion. 


Gentlemen, to answer to the toast of “The Commonwealth of Massachu- 
setts” is not an easy task. It is a distinct privilege and a great honor to 
respond to the toast before this Company and its guests and friends. 


Massachusetts has a glorious history, much too long to tell in the brief 
time which an occasion such as this necessarily affords. However, I would 
be entirely remiss in my duty if I did not refer, even though briefly, to 
some details of her great achievements. 


The heritage she has given us had its beginnings more than three cen- 
turies ago when a small band of sturdy, deeply religious, freedom-loving 
people braved untold hardships to establish a new community in the 
wilderness of a new world. From that day to the present, ever-changing 
conditions notwithstanding, the life of the people of Massachusetts irre- 
spective of race, irrespective of creed, irrespective of color or the time they 
first set foot on its soil, has been guided, yes, moulded, by a peculiar 
characteristic called Puritanism. This characteristic, although definitely 
and constantly present, is difficult to define. In its broad sense it is charac- 
terised by a strong love of liberty — religious as well as civil — love of 
home, family and country, but above all these a love of God, a tenacity 
and firmness of purpose, a lofty idealism, inflexible courage and unbending 
will which never quailed before human antagonist or before exile, torture, 


or even death. 


This heritage has made life in Massachusetts calm, harmonious and 
happy to the present day, in spite of its cross winds and contradictions, 
and notwithstanding that two-thirds of its present population of nearly 
four and one-half million are either foreign-born or the children of foreign 
parents representing all races, colors and creeds. They also have sustained 
the prestige of Massachusetts. 


I have spoken to you about cross winds and contradictions. Massachu- 
setts is provincial, yet universal. It is strong for its traditions, its heritage 
and culture: and yet its history is replete with revolts of all kinds; re- 
ligious, political, economic and social. It boasts of conservatism and yet 
it has continuously pioneered in social reforms extending far beyond its 
confines. 


It gave the world its first written constitution of democracy — the 
Mayflower Compact. It was first, in 1643, to adopt a constitution which, 
with a few amendments, is still in effect; it was the first to provide for 
the separation of powers between the three branches of Government, the 
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executive, the legislative and the judicial. It was first to assure protection 
of inalienable rights of man. It was first, in 1647, to establish free public 
schools in America, one in each community of fifty families, and the first 
to establish compulsory attendance. Its public school system has become 
the model for the rest of the country. It has at least one free public 
library in every city and town and boasts of the largest and best free 
public library in the world in the City of Boston. It gave birth to the 
crusade against slavery, was the first to answer the call in the Civil War, 
and the first to make the supreme sacrifice on its battlefield. 


The Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company is the oldest military 
organisation in the Western Hemisphere, formed in Colonial days to fulfil 
a most vital need — military defense — which it fulfilled bravely and 
efficiently. And, although as a unit it has played a lesser part after the 
military defense was taken over by the State and Federal authorities, the 
members individually, as indicated by your uniforms, have continued to 
discharge their military duties in all the wars, have been and are ready 
and eager to take up arms again if necessary. It is to the greater credit 
perhaps of the spirit of the members of your organisation that, when it 
was no longer needed for military defense, it did not die — in fact it is 
very much alive — and it rose to greater heights as the defender of our 
inalienable rights and liberties and the preservation of the Massachusetts 
heritage. 


I could go on and on, but I have already trespassed too long, I fear, on 
your time and patience. 


Gentlemen, a toast to “The Commonwealth of Massachusetts” — not 
“The home of the bean and the cod, where the Cabots speak only to the 
Lowells and the Lowells speak only to God” — but a Massachusetts which 
has dedicated itself to the love of God, justice and equality to all and to 
the betterment of mankind. 


Adjutant Coyne then proposed 
The Eighth Regular Toast 


“Tue Crry or Boston” 

Tue Apsutant: Gentlemen, the Eighth Regular Toast, “The City of 
Boston”. Many times described as the hub of the universe, now described 
as hub of the air universe, the city which contains Faneuil Hall, the 
armory of this Honorable Company, the City of learning and culture — 
the capital City of the Commonwealth. Gentleman, the capital City of 
the Commonwealth. 


Capra Hupson: I trust I will be pardoned if I make a per- 
sonal reference in the introduction of the next speaker. He, too, 
is a colleague of mine, but I, being more or less of a neophite 
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or junior on the Superior Court, have not as yet developed a real 
substantial hobby. He has, however. He is what is commonly 
called a gentleman farmer. He raises jewels, nature’s jewels, in 
the form of cranberries and it has been the privilege of some on 
this island, whom he has met during the past two days, to receive 
samples which have come from his jewelled garden. Judge 
Baker has in the characteristic fashion of the Superior Court 
upheld the traditions of that Court with skill, erudition and 
impartiality. He has become popular throughout the State, as 
has Judge Brogna, for dispensing justice in a firm and yet im- 
partial manner. It is his function tonight to respond to the toast 
of “The City of Boston”. I am privileged in introducing to you, 
another colleague, the Hon, Arthur Baker, of the Superior Court 
of Massachusetts. 


THE HON. ARTHUR BAKER 


I am really beginning to wonder what you gentlemen here must be 
thinking about the Superior Court in Massachusetts and I really, the more 
I think about it, am beginning to be a little bit worried about whether 
things are going along back there in the old Commonwealth as they ought 
to be in the absence of — now I am free to say — such distinguished 
members of that Superior Court. 


I am ad libbing a little. I had a speech furnished me about half an 
nour before I came down. It says: “It is my very great privilege to bring 
you personal felicitations and expressions of goodwill from the Mayor 
and the people of Boston, the capital city of our beloved Commonwealth 
of Massachusetts. Captain Hudson, I want you to know that 1 deeply 
appreciate the privilege you have extended to me to bring this message 
of goodwill from our metropolis to this honorable assembly and to our 
neighbours just across the Gulf Stream, the good people of Bermuda.” 


I heartily concur in that, and I also agree to the following: 


“Speaking for the City of Boston in conjunction with this splendid 
activity of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company, may I tell you 
how good it is to come to you in your beautiful island home, extending 
the hand of friendship and expressing to you our heartfelt gratitude for 
your gracious and cordial expressions of welcome to your shores. Although 
we come garbed in the accoutrements of war, we want you to know there 
ig a serious and underlying purpose which guides our affairs in a desire 
to deepen and expand the sincere ties of friendliness between your people 
and our people. We, in both of our countries, are English-speaking people, 
and the promotion of better understanding and friendliness between us is 
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an avowed principle of this splendid organization, the Ancient and Honor- 
able Artillery Company. Although our tarry in your midst must of necessity 
be short, it is our hope and prayer that this revival of friendly exchange 
may result in mutual benefits which will last through many future years.” 


Now, if I can add a few words of my own. When my good friend and 
colleague, Captain Hudson, extended to me this invitation to be a guest 
on this occasion, he gave me one of the thrills of my life because this 
organization, the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company of Massachu- 
setts, is one of our most famous organizations. It has always been “tops” 
in my private opinion as to a social, military organization. I have always 
known many of its members and I know the character and calibre of 
them. So when I received this very gracious invitation, as I say, I was 
thrilled and it did not take me very long, although I had assignments and 
Court schedules during this week, to make arrangements with our Chief 
Justice to go on this trip, because I knew it was going to be a great 
personal pleasure and one of utmost enjoyment. Another thing that was 
so pleasing personally was the thought of going to Bermuda — I happened 
to have come here twice before. On one occasion I was in a somewhat 
different situation because I was accompanied by my good wife. This time 
I am “foot-loose” and I have no limitation on how late I will stay up in 
the morning, or what I will do in the evening or day-time. The thought 
of coming to Bermuda at this time of the year was another good reason 
for being so pleased. 


While I do not know what this has got to do with the City of Boston, I 
really have been pleased and I have got a somewhat different view of 
things by having come into contact, as I have, with the Governor of 
Bermuda and many of the other public officials and citizens of the island 
whom we had the pleasure of meeting yesterday at Government House and 
since at various functions. 


I do not hesitate to admit to any of you gentlemen whether you live in 
Bermuda or Massachusetts that my interest in this little island of Bermuda 
has been enriched, enhanced, and will for ever remain with me as one of 
the most pleasant memories of my life. Now permit me to thank you again, 
Captain Hudson,and I trust I have not stepped beyond the bounds of proper 
military etiquette. Thank you all. 


Captain Hupson: I have received a cablegram from the Lieu- 
tenant Governor of New Brunswick, one of our honorary mem- 
bers, wishing us a pleasant sojourn in Bermuda and expressing 
regret that he is not able to be with us. We will now close this 


banquet with the Benediction by the Rev. Father. Monsignor 
Theriault. 


Monsignor Theriault then delivered the Benediction.

At 9 A. M. many of the members went to Kindsley Park to 
inspect the U. S. Army Base.

WASHINGTON’S BIRTHDAY CELEBRATION 


As has been done every year, the members attended the Gov- 
ernor’s reception in the Hall of Flags at the State House, where, 
as always, the Company was given preferred position in the 
procession passing before the Governor and his staff. The Gover- 
nor was in jovial mood and gave the members considerable 
“Ribbing” which later was found to be the keynote of his 
remarks at the dinner. 


Seventy members were in line, a good showing and one with 
which the Governor expressed himself as much pleased. 


At 2.30 the Company took their places at the banquet tables, 
and after Grace was said by the Chaplain, Rev. Frederick B. 
Kellog, enjoyed the fine dinner. 


Captain Hudson introduced the honored guests at the head 
table in short, bright and pithy remarks. These guests were: on 
the right, Governor Dever, Lt. George A. Turain, General Henry 
D. Cormerais, Senate President Dolan, Capt. James J. Curry, 
Judge J. Arthur Baker, Capt. Albert E. Roberts, Captain Frank 
G. Volpe, Captain Ichabod Bunker, Judge Rouald H. Budreau. 
On the left, Maurice J. Tobin, Secretary of Labor, Lt. Col. 
Charles A. Malley, Judge Abraham E. Pinansky, Captain E. T. 
Seward, U. S. Navy, our Honorary Member, Hon. Frederic W. 
Cook, Lt. Col. James W. H. Myrick, Thomas F. Sullivan, Com- 
missioner of Police, Prof. Edward R. Collier of Boston Univer- 
sity, John J. Desmond, Jr., Commissioner of Education, Rev.

While not unfriendly in his feelings toward the Ancients, 
Governor Dever does not hold the Company in as “high esteem” 
as some of his predecessors, and said in his speech that he would 
be disloyal to the traditions of Faneuil Hall if he were less than 
candid, and would therefor speak without restraint. He then 
proceeded to hand out the “Ribbing” about which we spoke 
earlier, stating that he was not quite sure what had happened 
to him, whether he had resigned, retired or just had been tossed 
out, stating bluntly “They cashed my check and then tossed me 
out.” This was all in the spirit of good fun and members took 
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it so, and enjoyed it hugely. Those of us “in the know” enjoyed 
it too, as we knew the facts. Lt. Commander Dever was a mem- 
ber in good standing from 1934 when he joined, to 1945 when, 
at his own request, he was granted an Honorable Discharge. 
There are only four ways by which active membership in the 
Company may be terminated. First and foremost, of course, is 
by death, Next, at his own request, a member is given an Honora- 
ble Discharge. He may be transferred from the active list to 
other lists, and finally he may be disenrolled for non-payment 
of Assessments. We are glad to report that the Governor gives 
every indication of being far from dead, he certainly was not 
transferred or disenrolled, and he was given an Honorable Dis- 
charge, as above recorded. Thus it will be seen that the Gover- 
nor’s remarks about being “tossed out” must be regarded as a 
sort of poetic license. 


When the Governor got down to the serious part of his 
address, he gave a fine speech touching on controversial ques- 
tions of both of the State and Nations, which the members much 
appreciated. 


Captain Hudson stated it was the custom of the Company to 
present a gift to the Governor on these occasions and presented 
him with a silver Paul Revere Punch Bowl. In accepting, Gover- 
nor Dever stated it was well known that forty-five men could 
drink forty-five toasts simultaneously from the original Paul 
Revere Bowl. Even they, he said, in the seriousness of their 
struggles, found time to participate of cheer and saw no reason 
to make life all dull. He said he will always cherish this bowl 
as a remembrance of his days with the Company. He said that 
while he and Paul Revere had the same given names their little 
known mutual characteristics was that they were both known to 
ride around late at night alone. 


Secretary of Labor Tobin spoke in a more serious vein, He 
spoke on National and International subjects and expressed the 
hope that “freedom behind the Iron Curtain was not in the too 
distant future”, Secretary Tobin is famous as one of our best 
extemporaneous speakers, and we should like to have his speech 
more in full, but as he spoke without notes that could not be.

In Memoriam 


Captain WaA.LAce D. RippeLn 


Wallace D. Riddell was born in DeKalb, Illinois, on the 5th of February, 
1885. After his education in the local high school and business college he 
went to Chicago to begin his business career. The first seven years he spent 
in the industrial field, but on June 1, 1914 he received the appointment 
of secretary to the general manager of the Lumbermen’s Mutual Casualty, 
then a small insurance organization but soon destined for greater things. 
In this Company Wallace Riddell advanced rapidly from one important 
position to another until, on August 1, 1924, the Company established its 
New England Department in Boston, to which he was transferred as Asso- 
ciate Manager. Later, in 1924, he became Resident Secretary, and in 1930 
was made Manager. 


The President of the Company had definite ideas regarding this expan- 
sion, and took Wallace along to carry these ideas into effect. So, from the 
acorn of this small beginning, grew that great oak, which is the organiza- 
tion we now know as one of the leaders in its field. 


He was active in many outside organizations, was a life member of the 
Massachusetts Charitable Mechanics Association, and a member of Lafay- 
ette Post, No. 194, American Legion, of Chicago, which he assisted in 
organizing after his discharge from service as a Lieutenant of Infantry 
in World War I, and which Post he served as commander in 1920. 


In his Masonic affiliations he had come up through the York and Scot- 
tish rites to attain to the 32d Degree in Masonry, and at the time of his 
death was the Illustrious Potentate of Aleppo Temple, AAONMS. His 
Masonic record is as follows: North Shore Lodge No. 937, A.F.&A.M., of 
Chicago, Illinois. (Raised August 12, 1912) — Major General Henry Knox 
Lodge A.F.&A.M. Boston — Lincoln Park Commandery, K.T., Chicago — 
Chicago Royal Arch Chapter, Chicago-Boston Lafayette Lodge of Perfec- 
tion — Giles F. Yates Council, P. of J. — Mount Olivet Chapter of Rose 
Croix — Massachusetts Consistory, 32d Degree — Medinah Temple, A. A. 
ON.M.S., Chicago, 1917-1932 — Aleppo Temple A.A.O.N.M.S. Boston 
Court No. 103, Royal Order of Jesters. He was elected Illustrious Potentate 
of Aleppo Temple, January 16, 1948. 


Admitted April 21, 1930, he served our Company for eighteen years. 
He was Third Sergeant of Infantry, 1931-1932. Second Lieutenant 1936- 
1937, Adjutant 1937-1939. Captain Commanding, 1939-1940. Member of 
Military Museum and Library Committee 1941-1946. Paymaster and Treas- 
urer 1943-1948. He died July 6, 1948. 
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He was Vice-President of the American Motorists Insurance Company, 
Secretary of the Federal Mutual Fire Insurance Company and the Federal 
Mutual Liability Insurance Company, and Assistant Treasurer of the Glen 
Cove Mutual Insurance Company, all associate Companies. 


He had a profound mind and was an omnivorous reader of prodigious 
capacity, which, together with a retentive memory, served him in good 
stead in his own writings. He was not interested in fiction, but confined 
himself to biography and history. Indicative of his bent of mind is the 
following incident. Spending a winter in Florida, he first went to the little 
town of Clermont, but later moved to the large city of Orlando. Asked why 
he made this change he replied that Clermont had only a small library 
and he wanted to avail himself of the larger facilities of the library in 
Orlando. 


His interest in History was particularly strong in such as related to the 
records of our Company. He had a large and comprehensive library on 
that subject, and had a standing order with all the book stores in Boston 
that he was to have the first call on any books, particularly old books, 
which bore on that subject. He had written several historical articles on 
the history of the Company, some of which already appeared in Annual 
Records, and others which he had sent to the Clerk which will appear 
posthumously in later editions. He had a ready pen, clarity of thought, 
and a clear and concise style of writing, which clothed his articles with 
deep human interest. His knowledge of the Company affairs, and his re- 
searches, led him to present many facts, little known to the average mem- 
ber. His recent article entitled, “200 Years in Faneuil Hall” which ap- 
peared in a recent Record, well illustrates this point. He was genial and 
companionable, yet had an underlying strain of tenacity, and almost of 
inflexibility where fundamental principles were involved. In our Company 
he always insisted on a strict adherence and rigid observance of the 
governing principles as laid down in Rules and Regulations. As a result of 
this he was a tower of strength in the Committee which has just completed 
the arduous task of revising those rules. 


Sadly shall we miss his friendliness, his companionship, his advice, and 
his many contributions to the “Good of the Company”, but his memory 
will long remain as a benediction and inspiration.

VISITORS TO THE ARMORY AND MUSEUM 


Each year we record with increasing pleasure this item in the 
Record. We believe that gradually there is a widespread knowl- 
edge of the beauty as well as the military interest to be found 
in this part of our headquarters. Probably not the least im- 
portant reason for this is found in the immaculate condition of 
the premises kept by Hector Campbell and his corps of assis- 
tants. This year there were 9257 visitors. Every state was repre- 
sented and visitors came from Australia — Bermuda — China 
Denmark — England — France — Germany — Guatemala — 
Holland — Iceland —- India — Ireland — Israel — Japan 
New Zealand — & Norway — Peru — Scotland — Sweden 
Switzerland Syria Trinidad Venezuela and fifteen 
Canadian cities. There were groups from schools, colleges, clubs 
and conventions in Boston — Framingham — Newton — Need- 
ham — Wareham — Nahant — Quincy — Marion — Malden 
Woonsocket — Andover — Worcester — Connecticut — Maine 

Michigan — Methuen — Belcherstown — Western New York 
Farmers-American Society of Civil Engineers. In addition to 
a group from The Perkins Institute of the Blind in Watertown, 
one of the young teachers came in several times.on her “day off” 
bringing students, These young blind people seemed to get a 
great thrill in hearing about the history of the Company and 
being permitted to touch rifles, sabres, espontoons and other 
military equipment as their uses were explained to them, 


One of the most interesting and, from an intrinsic point of 
view, perhaps the most valuable, article in the Museum, is the 
famous Punch Bowl, with whose history Captain Durkee is well 
acquainted. This Bowl, with its unusual history, is usually the 
center of interest of all the visitors. On another page of this 
Record is a full account of the manner in which the Bowl came 
into the possession of the Company. In publishing this article 
we are indebted to Captain Durkee for much of our information. 


Captain Durkee has enlarged the scope of his lectures which 
he continues to give to the visitors. Well acquainted with the 
history of the Company, with personal war record of his own 
and with a broad view of the history of State and Nation, he 
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has prepared several lectures choosing the one which he thinks 
most appropriate to the particular group many of whom are 
most impressed with the personal slant they get of historical 
things and events. 


The public address system with its loud speaker was used 
many times in lecturing to large groups. In cases where some of 
the young people got a trifle out of order, it was found that 
when they were called upon to repeat the “Pledge to the Flag” 
they soon quieted down and good order resulted. The Chamber 
of Commerce, in conjunction with the American Legion Post 
59 of Malden, sent in four groups in July and August, totalling 
over 400 persons. We repeat that the influence on the minds of 
these young people, not to mention the older groups, is difficult 
to evaluate. We believe this is a valuable impression and hope 
it may lead to a more intimate knowledge of the history of our 
Country. 


HISTORICAL ARTICLES 


Those who have read the Charter of the Ancients granted them 
on March 17, 1638, (O. S.) will recall that the Company was 
granted 1,000 acres of land to be used by them for their military 
exercises and the defraying of other charges. This land is now 
included in the present City of Nashua, New Hampshire. In 
addition, we find that by grant of the General Court in 1673 
they were allowed an additional 500 acres in the township of 
Rutland. They found, however, that these grants were not so 
much of a gift as would appear because immediately upon 
possession, they were taxed — whereupon a committee was 
appointed to “sell and dispose of the 1,000-and 500-acre grants.” 
A petition was presented to the General Court in 1731 when they 
were authorized to dispose of them. They sold the Rutland land 
in 1737 but the date the Nashua lands were sold does not appear. 
They were, however, sold to Colonel Blanchard and a mortgage 
taken as security. After the mortgagee’s death, however, the 
mortgage continued in dispute being finally paid off in 1789. 


Such funds as the Company built up prior to the Revolution 
were invested in mortgages or real estate among which was a 
mortgage on Copp’s Hill (now a burying ground), and a mort- 
gage on certain lands in Charlestown Square. These investments 
were far from profitable to them because of their inability to 
collect the interest when it was due and needed. After the Revo- 
lution, however, they began investing in public stocks which 
they found they could handle more easily. 


In 1810 the Company found that they had been annually 
appropriating a larger sum to defray anniversary expenses than 
their income warranted. They also found that they were losing 
members because on their Anniversary in June, 1810, only 
thirty-two appeared in the ranks. One reason for their losing 
members was that the uniform of the Ancients had become 
totally different than that used by the militia officers, which 
required those of the militia joining them to provide two dis- 
tinct sets of uniforms, the older members of the Ancients being 
unwilling to change their uniform to conform with the militia 
uniform. 
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A committee was, therefore, chosen to consider the state of 
the Company whose report was adopted early that year. The 
Company purchased a stand of arms with a complete set of 
accoutrements with new badges for the officers. They also 
changed the uniform to conform nearly to that of the militia 
officers of Boston, This entailed a heavy expense but they were 
aided by donations from several distinguished citizens. They also 
increased the fee of admission from $5.00 to $15.00. Notwith- 
standing the increase in membership fee, the experiment of 
changing the uniform was most beneficial because at the next 
meeting upwards of twenty officers of the militia joined and 
from that time on a large proportion of the militia officers have 
been members. 


Extract from a speech delivered by 
Major Charles W. Stevens, Commander of the 
Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company 
at the Anniversary Services of the Company 
on June 6, 1881, in Faneuil Hall 


The question has sometimes been asked; of what avail is the Ancient 
and Honorable Artillery Company? I answer; it is our boast and our pride 
that we are extending its fame, and bequeathing to our successors, as 
honorable and untarnished as it has come down to us, the record of the 
first military organization of our land, whose charter was signed by the 
first Governor of our infant colony, whose muskets fired the funeral volley 
over that Governor’s grave, and which today numbers among its members 
that Governor's illustrious descendant, our honored and venerated Winthrop. 


Is it naught that banded in this military fellowship are scores of patriotic 
men who just now offered their blood for the cause of their country, de- 
scendants of those heroes, many of whom, in the early struggle for liberty, 
Jearned the first rudiments of war in your ranks? To know that should our 
country’s call “To Arms” again be heard the sword would leap from the 
scabbard, the armor to be buckled on anew, and the sinews of war flow 
into our nation’s treasury from those of you whose fighting days are over, 
“whose spirit is willing but whose flesh is weak?” 


Availability? Gentlemen, it is they who raise that cry, who sneer at 
“playing soldier” — thank God they are few — who, when liberty trembles 
or disunion threatens, lock themselves into their back offices, and with 
slate and pencil cipher how, vampire like, they can suck the life-blood 
from their country’s veins to enrich their sordid souls. 
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Though the age and object for which this Company was called into being 
has long gone by, and having passed thru eight generations, has become in 
our day a social as well as a military organization; and though another 
age has come in which we are not fitted or required to instruct and furnish 
officers for the field, as in earlier times, yet the names of the active as well 
as the veteran soldiers of our Commonwealth inscribed upon your rolls, 
show the love and veneration in which it is held by those who ought to 
be the best judges of its distinction and its worth. It has borne living 
testimony thru these successive generations, that when peace with its benign 
influence bends over us, every soldier is a citizen; and it has borne both 
living and dying testimony that “When the blast of war blows in our ears” 
every citizen is a soldier. 


This, gentlemen, is one of the best signs of the civilization of our day, 
and a bright harbinger of that coming time when nations shall learn war 
no more. 


MEMORIES OF CAPTAIN ROBERT J. KEAYNE 
By Albert J. Kretchmar of Boston, who while not a member of the Company, 
is an earnest student of the early history of the Colony. In sending this 
article to the Clerk, Mr. Kretchmar explained his reasons for so doing as 
follows: 


“I will say that what prompted me to write this Essay, and 
others, which I have written, is a spirit of pride, first, in being 
a born citizen of this Commonwealth, and then, a deep rever- 
ence for those early settlers of Boston (“God Bless their 
Spirits”) whose untiring, unselfish ways of working together, 
through great privations, created the foundation, of our present 
much loved Commonwealth. I thought Robert Keayne was 
one who much deserves keeping in mind, as a pioneer of dis- 
tinction, and the valuable asset he added to the Colony, by 
organizing the “Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company”, 
which was much needed, and added a protection to them. 
With best wishes, with God’s blessings, and a continued great 
future for the “Ancients”,

A short essay, a few memories of Robert Keayne, one of our early 
settlers of Boston, one who was always liberal in his gifts for the public 


good, and was always thoughtful for the comfort and welfare of his fellow 
citizens, 


Being a shrewd and well balanced man, as a merchant, he made a great 
success in business, and accumulated much wealth. He could easily have 
retired, and taken life easy, but instead of using this capital for self 
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aggrandizement, he chose to use that, and also a capable mind, in the 
welfare, and uplifting of a struggling colony. Robert Keayne was born at 
Windsor, Berkshire County, England, in the year 1595, and was a success- 
ful merchant of London. In 1635 he decided to come to Boston, and set 
sail in the ship, Defence, accompanied by his wife Ann, and son Benjamin, 
who was then 16 years of age. He arrived in Boston, July 1635, where he 
lived until his death, March 23d, 1656. He was the organizer of the Ancient 
and Honorable Artillery Co., at Boston and was its first captain here. At 
the armory of the Ancients, at Faneuil Hall may be seen a picture, a 
likeness of Robert Keayne as we believed he was in those days. 


Here may be seen many fine features of earlier days, portraits of officers, 
relics and equipment of all kinds, guns and uniforms. Here also may be 
seen a relic of our much beloved statesman, Daniel Webster, from his estate 
at Marshfield, a huge flint lock musket called “The Marshfield Gun.” 


At the Washington St. end of State Street may be seen, the “Old State 
House”, called in the early days Town House and market place, which 
was given to the town by Robert Keayne. Also, on the corner of State and 
Washington St., was the home of Robert Keayne. On the building now at 
this corner, the Ancients have placed a tablet noting some of the fine 
achievements of this fine, deeply religious man, how he helped to make 
it possible for the public to have pure water, free schoolmaster and other 
things. He also helped much in the upbuilding of Harvard College. 
Although his time must have been occupied much as a merchant, he was 
always thinking of the welfare of others, and always going about and doing 
good. A man like Robert Keayne should be an inspiration to us, in our 
generation. The remains of Robert Keayne lie in a tomb in the King’s 
Chapel bury ground, corner of Tremont and School St. The Ancients have 
renovated and placed on this tomb a fine descriptive tablet. 


We, of Boston are proud of our early citizens and love to have visitors 
carry away with them, memories of those who made Liberty possible. 


THE PUNCH BOWL 


Probably not many of our members and, certainly, not many 
of our newer members, know the history of the Punch Bowl 
which stands under a glass top in a corner of the Museum, yet 
it is a most interesting history and one well worthy of attention. 
The Bowl bears the inscription “The Military Company of 
Boston, called the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company, 
Incorporated 1638.” It was made to the order of Captain Ephraim 
Prescott who joined the Company in 1792. He was a very suc- 
cessful merchant in Boston but lost his property in some unfor- 
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tunate deals. Being active and desirous of mending his condition, 
he shipped as a Supercargo on a ship bound for the East Indies 
and while in Canton, China, ordered the Bowl made. He died on 
his return trip to this country and the Bowl was delivered to his 
wife. She was ignorant of its purpose, although it does seem 
that the name of our Company being so prominent, it should 
not have been difficult to find out something about its destination. 
However, knowledge of the Bowl did not come to the attention 
of the Company until after some twenty years, when it was 
accidently discovered and purchased from the widow (some say 
for fifteen dollars, although that is not certain) by Senator 
Johnathan Hunnewell of Suffolk County, who presented it to the 
Company at the Anniversary Dinner of 1820. The Bowl holds 
eight gallons and for many years, was used as an official Punch 
Bowl at all Anniversary Dinners from which to serve the famous 
Artillery Punch. It was later related by some of the older mem- 
bers who recalled it, that preparations for brewing the Punch 
were made as early as three weeks before the Anniversary 
Dinner. “There were giants in those days”! We are reminded 
of what was written about the “Boston Tea Party” — “Oh! 
ne’er was mingled such a draught, as freemen brewed and 
patriots quaffed”. There is a further interesting report about 
the Bowl. Some time ago, an appraiser seeing it remarked “Why! 
that is the Ten Thousand Dollar Lowestoft Punch Bowl. It’s a 
collector's piece”. Experts recognize it as a Collectors piece 
because of the seventeen stripes in the American Flag reproduced 
on its surface, That number of stripes is attributed to the fact 
that this country had just adopted the fifteen stripe flag which 
was the official flag until 1818, and the Chinese artist who deco- 
rated the Bowl was told to add two stripes to the thirteen stripe 
flag he had as a model. He added two red stripes, and as a 
result the accompanying two white stripes made a total of seven- 
teen stripes on the flag. This fact is fairly well known for, 
occasionally, visitors come in especially to see “the Seventeen 
Stripe Lowestoft Punch Bowl”, It is well known that Philatelists 
are always searching for stamps on which there is an error on 
the engraving, or stamps whose issues are limited, or any other 
reason for the stamps to become rare, and that such stamps are 
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always regarded as “Collectors Items”. The same rule applies 
to this Flag, which, probably, is the only reproduction of a Flag 
having more than the official number of stripes. We remember 
that some years ago, the Boston Museum of Fine Arts held an 
exhibit of Americana, including Ceramics, and our Company 
was asked to send some pieces. Among others we sent an old 
hand-written report of the Company dating back before the 
Revolutionary War, and also loaned the Punch Bowl. Before 
returning the pieces, the Museum asked to be allowed to retain 
the Bowl, stating it was a Museum piece, that theirs was a safer 
repository for it and that many thousands would be able to see 
it. In declining to grant this request we stated that ours was a 
public Museum, that it was well protected, that approximately 
ten thousand visitors viewed it each year, and furthermore, our 
Museum was the home of the Bowl. Some thought should be 
given better to safeguard the Bowl. In its present location care- 
less people lean on the glass covering, there is the danger that 
something may be dropped upon it, and there is constant passing 
of this corner at each meeting by those using the Library room, 
so it easily could be knocked over and destroyed. From a finan- 
cial and intrinsic point of view only, this Bowl is our most 
valuable item, and it would be more than a tragedy if it were 
injured or destroyed. 


In accepting the Company’s gift of a silver Paul Revere Bowl 
at the Washington’s Birthday dinner, Governor Dever stated it 
was said that forty-five men could drink simultaneously from 
the original Paul Revere Bowl. In that connection it would be 
interesting to know how many men could be taken care of by 
this Bowl with its much larger capacity. 


Note: In preparing and writing this article the Clerk is indebted to our 
deceased Past Commander Wallace D. Riddell who, before his death, had 
sent in the facts around which the historical part has been built, and to 
our Custodian, Captain Storrs L. Durkee, who uncovered the facts regard- 
ing the seventeen stripe flag.

During, and after the war she was sent to Germany as a special 
correspondent and sent home many articles of on-the-scene 
reporting, A nuptial Mass was celebrated by Bishop John J. 
Wright in Saint Aidan’s church in Brookline. The church was 
filled with friends some of whom came from as far away as 
New York and Washington. Among the notables were a member 
of the President’s Cabinet, our own active member, the Honora- 
ble Maurice J. Tobin and Mrs. Tobin, who flew on from Wash- 
ington, Governor Dever and Miss Dever, Justices of the Massa- 
chusetts Supreme and Superior Courts, some coming from 
Springfield and Pittsfield, publishers of Boston newspapers and 
many of “just Folks” of whom Lincoln once said “God must 
love the common people because He made so many of them”. 


Following the ceremony, a Wedding Breakfast was served in 
the main ballroom of the Copley Plaza Hotel where music for 
dancing, singing and incidental music was furnished by Jack 
Marshard and his orchestra. Request songs were given by our 
own talented young singer member, John L. Dwyer. Captain 
Hudson and his Bride flew to Bermuda, the scene of his earlier 
successful Fall Field Day Trip, where they received many cour- 
tesies from those whom he had so recently met, After a rather 
lengthy stay in the Islands the happy pair flew to Miami, Florida, 
where they spent a few days, afterwards flying home. 


On the way home they stopped over in New York to attend 
the Old Guard ball, to participate in which a group of eighty- 
six consisting of members and their ladies were already in the 
city. The reception they received there seemed a fitting close to 
all the good things they had enjoyed on their Honeymoon.

Visit OF THE NANTUCKET CHILDREN 


Never in the history of the Company has such an occasion 
been recorded as this story of the visit of fourteen young people, 
all under the age of sixteen years, who never had been off the 
Island of Nantucket where they were born, and who had no idea 
of what was to be seen on the Mainland. Of course they had 
heard and read about such things, but what is that, compared 
with seeing and experiencing such at first hand. Much space was 
given by the Boston newspapers informing the public as to what 
was doing and probably never was the attention of the public 
drawn to the affairs of the Ancients in so complete and dramatic 
a manner. It seems too that no better account could be written 
than an article which appeared on the editorial page of the 
Boston Herald, and which with the permission of that paper, we 
are reprinting at the end of this report. When an activity of the 
Ancients attracts sufficient notice to inspire the editor of a great 
city newspaper and to have him devote so much and so valuable 
space as his editorial page, the Company may well feel their 
efforts were rewarded. The Children were selected, all prepara- 
tions made, and the, to them, great day dawned as they embarked 
on the steamer for the mainland. At Woods Hole after all had 
been given American Flags, they took the train for Boston. On 
the trips back and forth from the Island box lunches were served 
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by the Waldorf Company through the generosity of our Past 
Commander Captain James J, Curry. Arriving in Boston the 
boys and girls were presented with Fatigue Caps by our member 
George Hansen, Treasurer of Chandlers. They went immediately 
to the Parker House where they were the guests of our member 
Glenwood J. Sherrard for the entire time of their visit. The next 
morning, Friday, after breakfast at the hotel, the group boarded 
Copley Sight Seeing Busses which were furnished through the 
generosity of our member, Major Frank Sawyer, of the Checker 
Taxicab Co, These busses were at the disposal of the group for 
the entire Tour. Leaving the hotel they went directly to Faneuil 
Hall and to our Armory. A very comprehensive and instructive 
historical lecture was given here by our Custodian, Captain 
Storrs L. Durkee who was dressed in an old Company uniform 
dating before the Civil War. Our address system with the loud 
speaker was used and entertained the group which numbered 
about fifty including the children and school teachers and school 
and civil Nantucket officials, as well as Sergeants and Officers 
of the Company. (We should note here that on all occasions 
where the Officers and/or Sergeants accompanied, the Ancients 
uniform was worn. We should also note that Lieutenants Turain 
and Wilson and Sergeant Beserosky were in constant attendance 
during the entire tour, with other Officers, Sergeants and mem- 
bers as much as possible.) From here they went to the State 
House where very dramatic incidents occurred in the House of 
Representatives. As the group entered a Member of the House 
moved that Legislative matters be suspended. The group was 
greeted by the Speaker of the House and presented to the Mem- 
bers, then seated at the right of the Speaker, who after some 
more pleasant words, selected a boy and had him occupy the 
Speaker's chair and allowed him to handle the Gavel. After 
being received by the Governor the group went to City Hall 
where they were greeted by Mayor Curley’s son, the Mayor being 
away. Lunch was served at Durgin & Parks Restaurant where 
they were guests of our member James Hallett. A visit was then 
paid to the Jordan Marsh Company where they were guests of 
Edward R. Mitton, a member of our Company. The children 
were much intrigued by all they saw in the store and could not 
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get enough of riding in the elevators and on the escalators. The 
remainder of the afternoon was taken up with visits to the Navy 
Yard, where they saw the old Frigate Constitution, and to Police 
Headquarters in down town Boston, Dinner was served at the 
Olympic Restaurant as the guests of our member John D. 
Cocoris, the proprietor of the restaurant, After dinner a movie 
was enjoyed, and then back to the Parker House for a much 
needed night’s sleep. Saturday they were up bright and early, 
and, after a satisfying breakfast at the Kenmore Hotel, where 
they were the guests of our member, William T. Bigler, busses 
again were taken for a sight-seeing tour of Boston and Cambridge 
where they were shown Boston University, Massachusetts Insti- 
tute of Technology and Harvard University. Most of the children 
expressed the hope they might some day attend one of these 
institutions of higher learning. They were then driven to Lexing- 
ton and Concord where they were shown all the places of historic 
interest, about which they had read but never expected to see 
under such instructive circumstances. At Concord they were the 
guests of our member, Dr. Loring Grimes at the Concord Inn 
for lunch. After lunch they returned to Boston where they saw 
a Ball Game, visited the Zoo, and were the guests of our member 
William S. Pote at his Radio Station, WMEX. Dinner that 
evening was served at the Hotel Statler, where they were the 
guests of Mr. W. B. Stanbro, manager of the Hotel, who, while 
not a member of the Ancients is a great friend of Captain 
Hudson. After a movie in the evening they were glad to tumble 
into bed once more at the Parker House. 


The next morning, Sunday, after a breakfast at the Parker 
House they were taken to the South Station where they entrained 
for the trip home. Again box lunches were donated by Captain 
Curry. Probably never in their lives had they, or will they, have 
so much crowded into so little time, but even if they were some- 
what bewildered and confused, they will have retained memories 
of a trip which has enlarged their horizons and given them a 
view of past and contemporaneous places and events which will 
live with them for years to come. Not only was this a fine thing 
to do for these young people, but letters received from them and 
from many prominent citizens of Nantucket, show a deep feeling 
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of appreciation held by all the residents of the Island. It will 
be noted that constantly we have mentioned the names of our 
members who contributed so much to the success of the tour. 
These all did so freely, without cost to the Company, getting 
their rewards from the feeling they had done their part in sup- 
porting the efforts of our Captain and his assistants. 


Following is an article which appeared on the Editorial page 
of the Boston Herald, reprinted by permission. 


REVERSE TOUR 


Nantucket is known to most of us as a place to go for a change, to rest 
on sandy beaches, breathe the fresh salt air, or relive the picturesque 
existence of the island’s famous whalers. So it is a bit reversing things for 
a party of Nantucketers to come touring to Boston, see the sights, and get 
the feeling of an old American city whose roots are the same as those of 
a great modern nation. 


This reverse tour, so the Traveler tells us, was the inspired work of three 
judges of the Superior Court — Abraham E. Pinanski, Raoul Beaudreau 
and Eugene A. Hudson — the latter captain-commander of the Ancient 
and Honorable Artillery Company. It was while Judge Pinanski was having 
his shoes shined in Nantucket last July that conversation between the 
judges and young native bootblacks developed the fact that quite a few 
Nantucket youngsters had never been to the mainland or visited the “Hub 
of the universe.” 


Out of this discovery Judge Hudson developed a project for the Ancients 
which consists of bringing hoys and girls from Nantucket to Boston May 
5 for a whirl of adventure in the great city. The Ancients have shouldered 
most of the burden of arrangement and expenses, but have found the whole 
Boston community most co-operative in making the first Boston visit of 
these young islanders something they will never forget. Hotels, taxi con- 
cerns, restaurants and department stores all will take a hand. 


This is a most constructive community enterprise and a fine way to 
promote good feeling between distant parts of the commonwealth. It points 
to the fact, too, that there are a lot more people than we think, old as well 
as young, who do not know the interesting parts of their own state within an 
easy distance. Which reminds us of a lifelong resident of suburban New 
York, now a Supreme Court justice of the Empire State, who suddenly 
discovered after living half a century around New York City, that he really 
knew practically nothing about the points of interest of the metropolis. So 
he put up in a New York hotel and got a tourist company to keep him 
busy for a week learning the city which was within twenty miles of his 
home town.

At the meeting preceding the 
June Anniversary Captain Hudson read several papers and the 
final successful one, and it at once became apparent that the 
Committee on Award had found it a difficult task of selection. 
The winner, Edward L. Hogan was the guest of the Company 
and sat at the head table at the June Anniversary Banquet. He 
had a pleasing manner and modestly thanked the Company for 
the opportunity afforded him further to pursue his studies. The 
Company is to be congratulated upon this thought of Captain 
Hudson, so well carried forward by his Committee. This Scholar- 
ship Award together with the visit of the children of Nantucket 
are unique in the annals of the Company reflecting much credit 
to the humanitarian impulses of the Captain. 


PLague CoMMEMORATING SERVICE OF MEMBERS IN 
Wor.p War II 


During his Administration, Capt. Seiler appointed a committee 
to prepare a list of members who had served in the armed serv- 
ices of the United States in the Second World War for the 
purpose of having a bronze tablet prepared and erected in the 
armory commemorating their services, The sum of $1,000 was 
appropriated by the Finance Committee for this purpose. The 
actual money spent was $486.

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Early in the year of Capt. Rauscher’s command, Col. Seiler 
wrote the Commander suggesting that he take over the chair- 
manship of this important committee. The reply by Capt. 
Rauscher was that Col. Seiler should continue as chairman of 
this committee. 


Several meetings were held in the armory between which meet- 
ings information was obtained by circularizing the membership 
and, through other means, to determine the dates of enlistment 
and discharge of those eligible, together with the highest military 
title that they had achieved during a certain period. 


Several bids were asked for from members of the company 
together with those from the Marketeers and the T. F. McGann 
Co. At first, through a misunderstanding of what we desired, 
the Marketeers bid was lowest but upon subsequent bids, the 
T. F. McGann Co. figure was much lower than any other; there- 
fore, they were awarded the contract in October, 1947. As a part 
of the contract, they were required to put the First World War 
plaque in good condition. Finally, during the administration of 
Capt. Hudson, the plaque was erected in the armory and dedica- 
tion services were held on June 14, 1948. As this date was Flag 
Day, Captain Hudson took the occasion to dedicate our colors 
to the service of our Company and our Country, and to dedi- 
cate the Plaque. The Commissioned, Non-commissioned Officers 
and Staffs formed a procession, marched to the foot of the 
Stairway of States and stood at attention while the Company 
faced about and stood while our comrade Lt. General Alfred F. 
Foote delivered an address. At the completion of General Foote’s 
remarks Captain Hudson drew aside the cover and unveiled the 
plaque which is placed at the right of the Stairway of States 
leading to the Company headquarters.

Captain Hudson and comrades of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery 
Company, join with me for just a few moments while we record a new 
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milestone in the history of this ancient Corps. That such milestones have 
been recorded many times during the history of our beloved organization 
detracts not one jot or title from the present one, for God forbid that the 
time will ever come when a record of service to our country during the 
time of stress and war, will be thought to be only commonplace. It may be 
that you expect me to say that we are here to do honor to those who have 
thus served, but I prefer to say that we are here tonight to be honored and 
to accept honor on the part of our ancient Corps, from our own comrades, 
those men who, when our country’s life was at stake, stepped forward and 
offered their all on the altar of their country’s defence. Well we know that 
when a man does this, he offers all — all that he has been — all that he 
hopes to be — yes, even life itself, for once he is in the Service, his not to 
reason why, his but to do or die. These who honor us are our own com: 
rades, and our hearts swell with pride at the honor they have brought to 
us and to this old Corps. As they come back to us to take their places 
once more in this old Company, I know that they have a new conception 
of the terms Service and Sacrifice, a new conception of comradeship too 
deep and complex to be described in words, but etched forever on the 
hearts of men. The man who has stood on the deck of a warship and has 
seen the deck shot out under him; the man who has been down in the 
bowels of a giant battleship and heard and felt the crash of torpedoes 
against the side; the man who has been down, down in the depths of the 
ocean in a submarine; the man who has been in an airplane with the 
engine stalled and the wing shot off; the man who has charged with the 
infantry straight into the jaws of Hell, and who has spent that terrible 
hight on the battlefield with the dead and dying; that man has etched 
upon his heart this inner and close comradeship, not to be described in 
words, but to be lived in the hearts of men. We bow in humble gratitude 
at the honor these men have brought to us, Oh! that we had a book of 
gold that their names might be recorded therein so that in the records of 
this ancient Corps they would be known forever as men who were willing 
to lay their lives on the altar of freedom; that our children and our chil- 
dren’s children and all good men and true, would know them forever 
and see them as the brave and true of our country. To those who have 
made the Supreme Sacrifice, may their souls find rest and peace. To those 
who have returned to us, may we welcome them with heartfelt humbleness 
and the wish and prayer that theirs may be lives of peace and prosperity.

THE 311TH ANNIVERSARY 


The traditional activities which always take place preceding 
the gathering of the Company in the Armory were observed this 
year. Officers, Staff Officers and numerous members spent the 
night in the Copley Plaza Hotel. They were astir early, following 
the sounding of Reveille, and after breakfast Officers laid a 
wreath at the tomb of Captain Keayne. A wreath was also laid 
at the grave of Major Maynard in accord with the terms of his 
will in which he left his property to the Company. 


One of the great difficulties in preparing these Annual Records 
of the Company’s activities is to find a new and interesting way 
to say the same thing. Since all the Company activities are gov- 
erned by the Rules and Regulations and performed in accordance 
with traditional custom, it is inevitable that there shall be similar 
form and wording in their recording. It remains, therefore for 
the writer to discover and record the personal aims and mental 
workings of each new Commander and his approach to the 
problems of his Administration and here is found a wide scope 
for the recording officer. Captain Hudson is a man trained in the 
Law and of wide practice at the Bar before being elevated to the 
Bench. There is no doubt but acting as a Presiding Judge brings 
aman in close touch with all sides of the human character. 
There seem to be two ways in which a Judge may be apt to travel. 
One will make him synical, suspicious of motives, trying always 
to find the selfish thought until he comes to believe that no good 
thing “can come out of Nazareth”. The other path makes him 
strive to find the good, of which there is some in all of us, makes 
him patient and sympathetic and develops in him a humanitar- 
ianism in rendering his decisions all of which develops him into 
a “good” Judge. A review of Captain Hudson’s Administration 
shows his nature to be that of one who has “chosen the better 
way”. His judicious training is shown in his approach to and 
quick solving of, the questions of immediate procedure that arise 
in the Company affairs, the clarity with which he presents his 
plans for the future actions. His humanitarian side is shown by 
his quick planning of the trip for the Nantucket children, and 
the offering of a Scholarship. As we have said elsewhere, his is 
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probably the first year in which the Company has been presided 
over by a Justice of the High and Honorable Superior Court of 
our County. In reviewing the past year the outstanding events 
were: The visit of the Nantucket children, the awarding of a 
Scholarship and the dedicating of a Plaque in memory of our 
members who served in World War II. The Fall Field Tour of 
Duty is the event to which all members look forward, and to 
which the Commander and his Officers give much thought and 
work in preparation and, in retrospect, enjoy the satisfaction of 
a piece of work well done. The trip to Bermuda was just such 
an event and gave all who participated something long to be 
remembered and to be talked over. This is always true when a 
trip by ship is furnished and the delightful voyage, the many 
activities aship and ashore and the ample room aboard for roam- 
ing about and visiting made this Bermuda visit one of the best. 


THE CHURCH SERVICE 


Each year as the writer records the activities of the previous 
Administration, he comes to the record of the Church Service 
with peculiar satisfaction. Here is the one time in the year when 
the members lay aside their usual business and thoughts and 
devote themselves to meditation upon the Spiritual side. There is 
nothing that binds a group together so much as a common griev- 
ing over the loss of a mutual friend. Here we review the records 
of those common friends, our comrades, whom we have lost dur- 
ing the year. It really seems that each year there is displayed a 
deeper interest in this part of our Anniversary, a deeper realiza- 
tion of the solemnity of the service and a stronger determination 
that this part of the day shall be suitably observed.

Were you in my posi- 
tion on a platform with Secretary Tobin on your right, Governor Dever 
about to appear, Mayor Curley I know will come in with some austerity 
in a few minutes, and be called upon to say something, you would be 
convinced that these are the days that try men’s souls. 


Gentlemen, if I may step out of uniform for a moment to revert back 
to just a few years ago when as the chairman of the Allied Control 
Council for Germany I sat in session day after day listening to events that 
are now coming to a focal point, and reading in the paper of what is 
transpiring in Paris, I cannot help but think, as Paine said then, “These 
are the days that try men’s souls.” 


But I should like to assure you, as I have assured others in many dis- 
cussions I have had with educational and patriotic groups in Boston, that 
personally I think that they merely will resolve eventually into days that 
shall try our souls, but shall never try our swords. I cannot believe that the 
world has degenerated to the point where we can see the ruin of civilization 
just across the horizon. There will be an answer. I do not know what it 
will be. The cold war will in the process of evolution decrease to the point 
of a cold war of the ideologies of the East versus those of the West, and 
will stop at that point. 


I am not going to make a speech, as I said a moment ago, because one 
could not, in the presence of such company, but I will again go back in 
my mind to school days and remember Henry Wadsworth Longfellow at 
the time he wrote the poem called “The Village Blacksmith” — you all 
know it — and as I go through that poem I remember these lines:

Each morning sees some task begin, 
Each evening sees its close;

This organization was founded but 31 years after the 
first settlement at Jamestown. This organization had lived through 138 
years of time prior to the Declaration of Independence, and has been a 
vigorous and active organization all during the lifetime of our Republic. 
It has seen our country both in the prior days and in the days since our 
Independence, go through a total of ten wars. Yes, indeed, this organization 
is one of which we in the United States of America can be justly proud. 


I was very much interested in the statement by General Keating, who 
has had an opportunity to know what our country is up against in the 
European theatre at the present time, and I subscribe heartily to his state- 
ment that we hope that this period will be one that will try men’s souls 
and not try men’s swords, but I think a high tribute should be given to the 
President of the United States, our Commander-in-Chief, for the manner 
in which he has handled this situation. Immediately following Potsdam he 
came to the conclusion that further argument would mean but very little 
in the problems that confronted us in attempting to reestablish sound peace 
in Europe. So it was at that time, shortly after his return, that he started 
both material aid and military aid to Greece, and also military aid to 
Turkey, and told Russia that was the line they dare not cross. 


Shortly thereafter General Marshall declared the Marshall Plan. That 
certainly has been implemented during the course of the last several years, 
and with great success, the free countries on this side of the Iron Curtain 
rebuilding their economies, rebuilding their physical strength, and there has 
been restored in those countries self-confidence that we believe rests in a 
real unity, and I know that all of you have the same confidence that real 
unity can result in the establishment of peace. 


Since that time, actually at this session of Congress, the President 
recommended the North Atlantic Pact under which we are to extend 
military assistance to the free countries on this side of the Iron Curtain, 
and I feel confident that with the material economic aid that has been 
given Western Europe and with the military aid that will come from the 
North Atlantic Pact, we can have confidence that the differences between 
the ideologies may possibly be resolved in a peaceful manner. And I know 
that this great organization — and I consider it a great organization and 
I am proud to be a member of it — will play its part, whether our country 
is at peace or at war. But I have confidence, as has General Keating, that 
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the plans that have been laid for the peaceful solution of our difficult 
problems that in these times do try men’s souls will result in success. 

I am delighted to be present here tonight to have this opportunity of 
talking to my fellow members of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery 


Company on the 311th anniversary of the founding of this great organ- 
ization. 


Adjutant Coyne then proposed: 


The Fourth Regular Toast 
Tue City or Boston 


The Apsutant: The World Center of Culture, the birthplace of demo- 
cratic freedom, famed in educational institutions and the sciences, cherished 


and acknowledged as the birthplace of Liberty and Freedom. The City 
of Boston. 


Caprain Hupson: Fluent of tongue, and a prominent citizen 
who has been frequently referred to as the perennial Mayor of 
Boston, is the next speaker, His interest in the Ancient and 
Honorable Artillery Company covers several decades. Many 
things that have been done in our armory have been accom- 
plished through his efforts and his interest. 


I present to you the Mayor of Boston, James M. Curley. 
HONORABLE JAMES M. CURLEY 
(After telling a number of his inimitable stories, the Mayor continued) : 


I did not come here to tell you those things. I came here to tell you 
about two great events that took place in this town last night, one of which 
T believe may have a very important bearing on the peace of the world 
that they all pray for. That was an unusual spectacle, a gathering that 
was assembled at Braves Field last night, where more than 40,000 assembled 
to send a prayer to Almighty God for permanent peace in the world. I 


wonder if we really have any realization of how important a prayer of 
that kind is on 40,000 people. 


I can recall in World War I being told this story by the French Admiral 


who was associated with Marshal Joffre on the occasion of their visit here, 
about the battle of the Marne. 


I said, “I have always been curious to know how the Battle of the Marne 
was won, 


The Admiral said, “It is a very interesting story. I was in charge of the 
Navy. We pulled into port, took all the ammunition and guns and all the 
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supplies of the naval vessels, and we lined up and at four oclock in the 
morning, the zero hour, I said to Marshal Joffre, ‘Have you done everything 
that can be done to win this day for France? If we lose here, France is 
lost, and the cause is lost. 


“Joffre replied, ‘Everything, men, munitions, supplies, Red Cross, every- 
thing. 


“I knew he had been estranged from his wife and his church for seven 
years, but I said, ‘Have you said a prayer to Almighty God?’ 


“He replied, ‘No, I have not. I will do so now. I have not prayed for 
seven years.’ 


“He knelt down in the mud that was almost knee deep and remained 
there for several minutes, and then he rose and gave the signal for the 
attack and, as we all know, the Battle of the Marne was won.” 


My friend the Admiral concluded, “It was not the guns nor the aircraft 
nor the supplies that won that victory. It was the fact that the prayer of a 
free man on earth was heard by a greater Man on High.” 


Who knows but what the 40,000 that lifted their voices in a rosary to 
Almighty God and the Blessed Virgin for permanent peace in the world 
may not have been just as potent in heaven as the simple prayer of 
Marshal Joffre. Let us hope so. 


Captain Hupson: The Dominion of Canada has always been 
recognized as more than a friendly Dominion. Canada not only 
has been our friend, but we consider her a relative, and as 
ambassadors of good will, have crossed the border line over the 
centuries, but no one has developed a more friendly fervor for 
the Dominion of Canada than has the next speaker. He is our 
honorary member and the Governor of the Province of New 
Brunswick, one of the most popular men who has ever graced 
our banquet board, Governor Laurie MacLaren. 


HONOURABLE LAURENCE MacLAREN 


Captain Hudson, Honorable Secretary Tobin, distinguished guests and 
fellow members: 


This is another occasion when it is very happy for me to be with you all 
here, but especially tonight when I have on my right one who was a good 
friend of mine when I came to Boston some years ago, and I have watched 
his rise until he has become a member of the cabinet of the President of 
the United States, my good friend Maurice Tobin, the Secretary of Labor.

I think it is only natural, Mr. Chairman, that I should first bring to you 
the greeting from the Province of New Brunswick to the State of Massa- 


chusetts, because we are very close together, and as the years go by we 
will even be closer. 


Now I want to be a little bit humorous when I say to you, first, that 
tonight is the last night that our friend Captain Hudson will be here in 
the chair. I have known Gene for a number of years, and then when I

‘Ere the world’s war trumpet blows, 
But I, I am the first in battle, 

Said Her Lady of the Snows.” 


And we have been “first in the battle.” 


And today I just want to say a little brief word to you, and it is this. 
I heard it in the sermon today and I heard it here again tonight from the 
Army and the Navy, that we two great Dominions that are here, we the 
English-speaking people of the world, we wish to live in our standards of 
life as we have had them, and to be able to worship in the way of our 
fathers, and we say to other nations across any part of this world that we 
do not intend to have their form of life put upon us, because we know and 
we have seen dictators rise and fall, and we realize that that standard of 
life that you have in this great United States and that we have in Canada 
is the form that we are going to continue, you and I together. 


Last year I was in the Bay of Fundy, and we came out of the mist and 
we saw this great thing come out, and it was the great United States sub- 
marine “Dogfish”, and alongside of it came one of His Majesty’s destroyers, 
and we saw those American boys get on our ship and ours on theirs, and 
some of you fellows said, “If only the rest of the world could join together 
as you Canadians do with us!” 


So I give you from the Lady of the Snows the wish that peace and good 
fellowship to mankind will still survive.

“DEMOCRACY IS NOT ENOUGH” 


Text: “. ... and be strong, all ye people of the land, . . . according to 
the word that I covenanted with you.” Haggai 2:4,5. 


Today we Americans are an uncertain people. We know more facts than 
any other generation has known, but our understanding of life is less. We 
have seized from nature greater powers than any other generation has 
possessed, and yet we are proving ourselves inadequate to handle them. 
Our world responsibility is at a peak, while at the same time we are 
uncertain, almost despairing, about our direction. We possess the greatest 
political heritage in the world, and yet we are doing an incompetent job 
of convincing other peoples and nations of its basic worth. Faced by 
competition from alien faiths and philosophies, for the power of direction 
over peoples and governments, both within America and beyond, we who 
profess belief in democracy are still half-hearted and tentative. 


Meanwhile in and through it all, our people sense, some dimly, some 
clearly, the essential rightness and importance of what we call loosely 
“the American Way” — the way of democracy. It is the best way that we 
have yet found for free men and free institutions, and for the preservation 
of the experience of human worth and dignity in secular society. Yet we 
are a generation seeking to operate our democratic institutions with little 
recognition of the specific kind of character essential for making democracy 
work. 


We have a generation growing into maturity which has never learned 
from the educational institutions devoted to training our youth how to 
take their places in society, that “the American Way,” the way of democ- 
racy, have themselves very definite clearly defined sources from which they 
came, and that without a knowledge of and a reliance upon these founda- 
tions, the American way and democracy will cease to exist. 


Therefore today it is imperative beyond perhaps all other days in our 
national history, that we think clearly about democracy. In this day we are 
in the position of excluding from our consideration, the greatest single 
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source out of which came many of the key ideas of our democratic institu- 
tions, and out of which come much of the basic background of the 
political documents which we cherish and hold dear. Without a recognition 
of that source-soil, we have been separating the life of our people and our 
institutions from its nourishing qualities. The result is that our institutions 
and our way of life thus separated from their source-soil are destined for 
an early decay. 


Therefore it is of the utmost importance that we see clearly the intimate 
relations and their correct order between democracy and the Hebrew and 
Christian faiths. That intimate relationship is today denied or largely 
ignored. It is an indication of the prevalence of blind spots even in high 
places, that in the Beards’ important work “The Rise of American Civiliza- 
tion” no mention is made of this basis of the origin of the key ideas of the 
democracy which they are describing. That type of omission is tragic in 
its far-reaching implications. James Russell Lowell was asked by Gaigot, 
the French historian, how long the American Republic would endure. 
Lowell replied that it would last as long as the ideas of the men who 
founded it continued to be dominant. 


When men would kill democracy they attack first the prevailing Christian 
religious faith and practice. Always remember that Adolph Hitler’s regime 
was desperately uneasy whenever it saw religious belief and practice 
influencing the lives of men through the Protestant, the Jewish or the 
Catholic Churches, And within Germany itself the chief opposition that 
was: offered to Adolph Hitler's rise came from these disparaged religious 
institutions. It needs to be repeated again and again that Albert Einstein 
here in the safety of America, said that when he was in Germany he had 
expected the universities, the press, science, business, labor unions to 
oppose the totalitarian claims made by the Nazi party, but each one of 
these organizations and institutions fell by the way. And it was in each 
instance because it had no sense of an Absolute to which it was finally 
responsible. The religious institutions alone, he said, stood across the path 
of the totalitarian party. Their opposition and their strength did not stem 
the tide, but nevertheless that opposition is one of the most heroic of all 
the stories that came out of that European debacle, 


Thomas Mann the exiled German writer, has said that democracy is the 


political name for the ideals which the Hebrew Christian faith brought 
into the world as religion. 


John Middleton Murry, a very unorthodox person, has given his judgment 


‘that the moment inevitably comes when democracy must be conscious of 
its origins or perish.” 


Because I believe that that moment has now come in America I would 
that we might think together about this fact: “Democracy Is Not Enough”. 
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Democracy believes that people are enormously worthwhile in themselves 
— because they are people. It is willing to trust the judgment of all 
people, to trust their good sense, their moral conviction, their capacity to 
be influenced by ideas and high ideals. Democracy gives equal rights to 
president, to day-laborer, to great industrialist, to farmer, to housewife. 
It presumes that all men have equal rights before the ballot box and before 
the bar of justice, that they are entitled to equal voice and liberties within 
the political order. These things are among the essential characteristics of 
democracy as it respects and exalts the worth and dignity of the individual 
people who comprise it. 


This primary belief in the essential dignity and worth of all men has a 
background which it is very necessary to understand. We do not find this 
particular belief among the Greeks or among the Romans, nor among the 
Egyptians or in the Orient. But when we turn to Palestine where the 
Hebrew and Christian faiths root, there is a striking contrast. 


That striking contrast is made vivid in an old story from the Book of 
Kings. That story has contemporary relevance for us as we think about the 
fact that “democracy is not enough.” 


Ahab the King of Israel coveted the vineyard of one of his subjects. He 
offered to purchase it, but Naboth the owner refused to sell. It was family 
land, having come down over the generations to him, to his fathers and to 
his forefathers. Thus the King’s desire was thwarted. The common man 
had rights so well recognized that not even the King could step in and 
override them. And the King in those days was a man with absolute power 
in the military, the political and the civil fields. But in that little country 
of Palestine the monarch’s power was restrained by the recognized inalien- 
able rights of the common man. 


The King, Ahab, had married a foreign wife Jezebel. The idea that any 
citizen, any common man should have rights which the King could not 
override was to her nonsense. Therefore without consulting Ahab she 
ordered Naboth to be stoned to death. After the murder she told the King 
that he could now take possession of Naboth’s vineyard, even as he desired. 


But it was not so simple as that. There was an outburst of public 
indignation, and in the very hour when the King would have taken posses- 
sion of Naboth’s vineyard, the religious man Elijah, met the King and 
addressed him in words that in any other land would have brought his 
death: “Thus saith the Lord, “Hast thou killed and taken possession? In 
the place where the dogs licked the blood of Naboth shall dogs lick thy 
blood, even thine.” “The King, hearing the words of Elijah the servant of 
God, went home desperately afraid. The record says: “And it came to pass 
that when Ahab heard these words he rent his clothes and he put sackcloth 
upon his flesh and fasted.” 
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Gregory Vlastos has accurately pointed out that this story has no parallel 
in the literature of any other people. Meanwhile this Old Testament theme 
of the rights and the worth of the common man and of God in effect 
guaranteeing them, was part of the inheritance that came into the Christian 
faith. In our Christian faith there came alive too the point of view and 
practice of Jesus that human personality mattered in the sight of God 
more than anything else. 


This religious inheritance together with its experience in practice and 
in fact, provided both the soil and the atmosphere out of which have come 
many of the major ideas and attitudes in Democracy. But whenever this 
point of view and those practices have been separated from their religious 
background they have shriveled up and died. It is only a religious back- 
ground and a religious undergirding that can sustain over a period of time 
these austere, high convictions. Thus the government, the state, are in 
themselves never absolutes. They exist for men and not men for the state or 
for the government. And in the end both men and the state are answerable 
to a Power and His laws beyond either of them — God! 


Further, most of us frequently overlook the fact that democracy is an 


attempt to put into political form, definite answers to the basic questions 


of life. Consciously or unconsciously all the time we are giving our answers 


Sa our democratic practices to such basic life questions as these: 
hat is man? What is life? How is life to be lived? What are the goals 
and purposes and the ends of life? What is man’s destiny? 


Boge we Tecognize it or not we all have very definite answers to 
these questions. Democracy itself is one of the two major efforts to give

These questions are never answered satisfactorily until an inclusive 
religious answer has been given, which reco 


: gnizes not only man and his 
wants and desires, 


but also and more important, the Creator God and His 
purpose. For when men are living in and working with the world of God’s 


creation, common sense suggests that the plan of the Designer and the 
Creator is of primary importance, 


And yet there are few things with which the- average citizen of a 
democracy has been less concerned. We plan our institutions, 


: we train our 
children and our adults for citizenship, 


without any consideration of plans 
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and purposes other than those which man’s limited understanding dictates. 
And that is one of the major reasons for our confusion and for the weak- 
ness of our democratic institutions. 


Waldo Frank in his book “A Chart for Rough Waters” has written: 
“Europe (and it can be said of America) has been in rough waters ever 
since it broke with the great tradition. The great tradition is the Hebrew 
Christian tradition, the Christian tradition of individual immortality and 
God come down to earth, and the Hebrew tradition of justice and brother- 
hood. The great tradition is the sense that the individual has purpose and 
direction and dignity and value because God is in him.” 


It is at this point that a man’s belief in the creative purpose and power 
of Him Who is behind all life assumes the most tremendous importance. 
It is not only that the individual is important in the eyes of the nation or 
of society. Far beyond that, he means something so far as God is con- 
cerned, God before whom nations and men rise and pass away. A man’s 
belief in himself and a nation’s belief in itself are not enough to sustain 
either of them or to give either of them a basis for long-term living. 


One of the most distinguished observers of foreign affairs in the United 
States was Raymond Leslie Buell. In a posthumous article we find him 
saying: “Religion is the basis of any concept of real democracy — a 
democracy which allows the majority to pass judgment, (but) which 
realizes that the majority is right only when it is dominated by a sense 
of responsibility to an Absolute.” 


If there be no such Absolute back of this life, if there be no great 
Master Plan and only little separate limiting competing individual or 
national purposes, then we can justify ourselves in using any means at our 
disposal to attain to our own ends, to secure control of people and power 
for our own purpose. If this be true, that can be used to justify those who 
are able in taking control of the supreme powers of life and death, as well 
as the control of the manipulation of the affairs of human lives for paltry 
ends. It is this control that the democratic-destroying forces would always 
seize. This explains the tragedy of putting men in concentration camps, 
killing off peoples who are presumed to be of inferior races, the murdering 
of citizens who are physically and mentally defective. On the other hand, 
people in a democracy always fight against letting the state seize any such 
kind of control. There constantly arises the religious insight that behind 
life stands God, and all life is finally answerable to Him and to Him alone. 
Therefore in the end to Him should go our supreme allegiance and our 
supreme loyalty. Until men see this and acknowledge this, democracy itself 
will always be in deadly peril. 


There is an interesting situation in Cleveland, Ohio and in Worcester, 
Massachusetts which symbolizes our departure from this sense of loyalty 
to the Absolute of which I have been speaking. The Courthouse in Cleve- 
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land, Ohio stands on a bluff overlooking the Municipal Auditorium. On 
the building there is an inscription over the front which says: “Obedience 
to Law is Liberty.” This inscription was copied from an older courthouse 
in Worcester. Both quotations are in error. The source of the quotation is 
Richard Hooker’s great work of the 16th century, and the actual sentence 
is: “Obedience to Divine Law is Liberty.” It is said that in Worcester 
when the stonecutter went to carve the inscription he found that the space 
assigned to him was not long enough. Therefore he left out the word 
“Divine” in order that the sentence would fit in with the given limitations 
of space, but thereby he took away the actual meaning of Richard Hooker's 
sentence. It is a comparable leaving out in our day of this “Divine” — 
God — that threatens the stability of these democratic institutions so 
precious to us all. 


It is written in letters of fire by the history of nations and civilizations 
that God is not mocked. Any policy, any expedient, which violates the 
moral order, which denies God’s purpose or Word is to be rejected. 


; Either we are with the Creator God’s purpose or we are aligned against 
it, And in the end if we are aligned against it, we will be broken upon it. 
Any policy or any practice that violates the order of God is in itself 
eventually doomed to defeat. And here is the conclusion of the matter: 
both as a nation and as people we must give ourselves to the ways, the 
Purposes, the designs of Him Who stands behind the world which has 
been put into our hands, And without the following of them our democracy 
is eventually doomed, because democracy by itself is not enough!
